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Mackasey quits, 16 ministers shuffled

OTTAWA — Cabinet "major surgery,” injecting 
new political blood and dropping some old, was an¬ 
nounced Tuesday night by Prime Minister Trudeau. 
The changes affected 16 ministers. 

Seven backbenchers were added to a cabinet now- 
totalling 31 — up two from earlier this year — and 
outspoken Bryce Mackasey added a surprise resigna¬ 
tion to go with the expected'departures of Mitchell 
Sharp and C M. (Bud) Drury. 


Trudeau told a news conference, delayed several 
times Tuesday for no given i-eason, that the shifts are 
"major surgery” but that he expects there will be 
another one sometime next summer. 

”1 think It is a good, strong cabinet with young, 
dynamic entries,” he said, but he declined to forecast 
how he thinks the changes may benefit the Liberal 
party fortunes, now seen as none too good. He said 
others can make that judgment. 


Strike 
starts 
at Ford 


DETROIT (AP) — The 
United Auto Worker* union 
declared Tuesday a country¬ 
wide strike against Ford 
Motor Co. at midnight Tues¬ 
day. U A W President Leon¬ 
ard Woodcock announced the 
walkout six hours before the 
three-year contract was to ex¬ 
pire. 

He charged that Ford has 
been “unresponsive and un¬ 
willing to engage in serious 
bargaining" during 56 days of 
negotiations. 

He said he and Ken Bannon. 
chief UAW negotiator with 
Ford, will be available for 
talks with Ford officials for 
the remainder of this week, 
but that the UAW’s Ford ne¬ 
gotiating committee will he 
sent home immediately and 
be recalled late Sunday or 
early Monday. 

About 14,000 Ford workers 
In Canada were expected to 
he placed on layoff within a 
few days of a U.S. strike. The 
UAW, which also represents 
Canadian auto workers, had 
extended its contract with 
Ford of Canada Ltd., but 
parts shortages were expect¬ 
ed to cause quick shutdowns. 

Industry analysts added 
that a prolonged walkout 
eventually would force the 
layoff of another 170.000 em¬ 
ployees at auto supply firms, 
and they estimated a strike 
would result in lost wages es¬ 
timated at $100 million a week 
in North America. 

Another 530,000 auto 
workers covered by similar 
pacts at the other U.S. auto¬ 
makers will remain on the job 
pendinga settlement at Ford, 
the' UAW’s 1976 target for fa¬ 
shioning the industry pattern.

U.S. Democratic presidential candidate Jimmy Car¬ 
ter received a gift fi*om a group of greeters in 
Bismarck, N.D., Tuesday, and when he unfolded it, 


he was waving a Canadian flag. Group had gone 
down from Manitoba to see what an American 
campaign rally was like. 


Sharp announced Sunday he was quitting as House 
leader and Drury, who had offered to resign earlier 
this year, leaves the double portfolio of science and 
public works. 

Both men, veterans of the first post-Diefenbaker 
cabinet in 1963, will stay as MPs, thereby ruling out 
the necessity of calling byelections. Mackasey might 
quit before the next election, due In 1978. 

As rumored, External Af¬ 
fairs Minister Allan MacEa- 
chen is reverting to his old 
post of government House 
leader, but will also be of¬ 
ficial deputy prime minister. 

Trudeau said the cabinet 
changes bring in the first Ca¬ 
nadian of Indian blood in Len 
Marchand of British Colum¬ 
bia’s riding of Kamloops- 
Cariboo. He will be a minister 
of state for small business. 

Also named were two more 
women — for a record three 
— in Monique Begin from 
Quebec and Iona Campagnolo 
of B.C. 

Mrs. Campagnolo (Skeena) 
will become a minister of 
state for fitness and sport 
under the health mins try and 
Miss Begin (Montreal Saint- 
Michel) minister of national 
revenue succeeding Bud Cul¬ 
len.

Judge frees Alcan 12 of contempt 

"IVot court’s role’ to punish union after compliance 


VANCOUVER (CP) — The 
B.C Supreme Court should 
not be used to punish those 
who disobey B.C. Labor Rela¬ 
tions Board orders if the 
orders have been complied 
with, Mr. Justice H. E. Hut- 
cheon ruled Tuesday. 

In making the ruling, he 
dismissed contempt of court 


charges against 12 Alcan 
smelter workers. 

The charges had been 
pressed by Alcan against 
members of the Canadian As¬ 
sociation of Smelter and Al¬ 
lied Workers for defying a 
back-to-work order during a 
13-day wildcat strike at. the 
company’s Kitimat smelter in 
June. 


The 12 and other union 
members who had walked out 
were back at work when 
Alcan pressed the charges. 
Hutcheon ruled that it didn’t 
matter that the workers re¬ 
turned to their jobs belatedly. 

The company is appealing 
the decision. 

The order had been filed by 
the labor board with the su¬ 


preme court, giving it the au¬ 
thority of a court order. 

The workers finally re¬ 
turned to their jobe June 20. 
nearly two weeks after the 
court order was issued. 

Hutcheon upheld the prelim¬ 
inary objection of defence 
lawyer Ian Donald who ar¬ 
gued the charges were invalid 
because they were filed after 


the court order had been com¬ 
plied with. 

The company initiated the 
action against the 12 union 
members on June 22. 

Hutcheon said: "When the 
notice of motion was filed, 
nothing remained of the order

Japanese deny charge

TOKYO (Reuter) - The So¬ 
viet pilot who landed a top 
secret MiG-25 Foxbat combat 
•plane in northern Japan last 
week sought political asylum 
in the United States of his 
own free will, the Japanese 
foreign ministry said today. 

Ministry spokesman Ken- 
•uke Yanagiya denied a Sovi¬ 
et allegation carried by the 


official Tass news agency 
Tuesday that Lieut. Viktor 
Belenko had been “com¬ 
pelled" to seek asylum in the 
West and that he appeared to 
be drugged. 

The spokesman said the 
pilot told Japanese authorities 
he had come to Japan deter¬ 
mined to defect.

TORONTO (CP) — Provin¬ 
cial finance ministers agreed 
Tuesday to ask the federal 
government for an extension 
to the Oct. 15 deadline for 
changes in income tax. 

The nine provinces, which 
have signed an agreement 
with Ottawa, must give notice 
by that date if they wish to 


increase provincial Income 
tax as a result of a move by 
the federal government to end 
federal revenue guarantee 
payments next year.

Love is glue in only 2 of 12 marriages 


TORONTO (CP) — Out or 
every 12 marriages, four end 
In divorce or separation and 
six become practical unions 
devoid of love, says Dr- Joyce 
Brothers, a New York psy¬ 
chologist. 

Dr. Brothers told an audi¬ 
ence of women at a downtown 


clothing store Monday that 
statistics and studies show 
that practical unions without 
love are the most common 
and these marriages last, but 
"the joy in just being together 
more or less departs." 

She said some husbands and 


wives in such unions consider 
that they live in a cjuiet hell, 
while others appear satisfied 
with the arrangement. 

"There are some people, 
those with a beiow-average 
capacity for loving, who gen¬ 
uinely prefer a sensible, prac¬ 


tical. utilitarian marriage," 
she said. 

"But most of the people 
who settle for utilitarian mar¬ 
riage know they’re just mak¬ 
ing do. They would rather 
love had Jasted." 

Only two of every 12 mar¬ 
riages remain based on love 


after the first few years, she 
said. 

Dr. Brothers said it it true 
that opposites attract and 
"most happy marriages are 
based on the successful bal¬ 
ancing and counterpoint of op¬ 
posite traits.’’

End of road near 
for service stations? 




BANFF (OP) — The neigh¬ 
bourhood service station will 
soon be eliminated by out-of- 
control marketing competi¬ 
tion, says Dr. Milton Moore, a 
professor at the University of 
British Columbia. 

The economist told a meet¬ 
ing here of the Automotive 
Retailers’ Association, the Al¬ 
berta organization of service 
station operators, that "major 
oil companies have a tiger by 
the tail and they’ve lost con¬ 
trol.” 

Moore is co-author of a re¬ 
cent royal commission report 
to the B.C. government that 
recommends provincial inter¬ 


vention to save conventional 
retail gasoline outlets. 

He said one or two major 
oil companies chose self-ser¬ 
vice gas outlets as a competi¬ 
tive weapon of the TOs and 
the rest of the industry has 
been forced to follow suit. 

The result was installation 
of massive over-capacity in 
gas retailing that crushed 
conventional operators, he 
said. 

"In 1973. we had 50-per-cent 
excess capacity in British Co¬ 
lumbia." he said. 

‘‘Yet, with the introduction 
of gas bars, capacity was ac¬ 
tually Increased. The number 


Health boards call 
for more dental care 


VANCOUVER (CP) — The 
Associated Boards of Health 
of British Columbia passed 
recommendations Tuesday 
calling for Increased dental 
health care throughout the 
province. 

The hoards recommended 
fluoridation of drinking water 
to lessen dental costs and that 
the provincial government in¬ 


crease thp number of dentists 
and trained staff in B.C. 

Other recommendations 
called for schools 1o introduce 
daily physical exercise for 
students; venereal disease 
clinics be set up throughout 
the province; that youth- 
oriented birth control clinics 
he established, and that pub¬ 
lic health services be provid¬ 
ed on Indian reserves. 


of stations was smaller, but 
the number of hose* for 
pumping gas went up.’’ 

Conventional dealer* lost 
gallonage to the *elf-*erve gas 
bars and their share of the 
pump price fell 50 per cent to 
seven or eight cents from 1A 
cents, he said. 

"How can the gas station 
lessee meet the competition 
from a company-operated gas 
bar, when the gas bar’* retail 
price for the gas is the same 
as the lessee’s wholesale 
price?” 

He said because of massive 
over-capacity, "there is no 
way the oil companies are 
going to achieve their target 
gallonage for self-serves, as 
well as the target for conven¬ 
tional service stations they 
now plan to keep in exis¬ 
tence.” 

Moore said the rate of 
growth in gasoline consump¬ 
tion had been slower than 
forecast and added he had 
concluded that conventional 
operators were doomed to de¬ 
feat. 

"In a few years, gas bars 
will serve 70 to SO per rent of 
the markets. It’s too late to 
slow the process down.” 

Despite a number of provin¬ 
cial government Investiga¬ 
tions. there was no hope for 
legislation to halt the process, 
he told the operators.

The whole shuffle was much 
more drastic than had been 
thought possible a month ago. 

But it left unchanged the 
positions of Donald Mac¬ 
donald, finance minister; Otto 
l.ang, transport: Ron Ras- 
ford, justice; John Munro, 
labor; James Richardson, de¬ 
fence; Marc Lalonde, health 
and welfare: Jeanne Sauve, 
communications; Dan Mac¬ 
Donald, veterans affairs; 


Alastalr Gillespie, energy, 
mines and resources; Eugene 
Whelan, agriculture; Jean- 
Pierre Goyer, supply and ser¬ 
vices; Barney Danann, urban 
affairs; Marcel Lessard, re¬ 
gional economic expansion;

Hutcheon said dismissals 

should not be regarded as "a 
vindication of disobedience. 

“I have said nothing of the 
merits of the case nor of the 
difficulty of the supreme 
court (in handling labor dis¬ 
putes),” the judge said. 

Hutcheon *lso pointed out 
the defendants could still pos¬ 
sibly be liable to fines under 
Section 138 of the labor code 
for disobeying a board order 
or to prosecution under .Sec¬ 
tion 116 of he Criminal Code 
for disobeying an order of the 
court. 

Hutcheon’s ruling came at 
the beginning of the second 
day of the trail.

VANCOUVER (OP) — The 
executive of the B.C. Teach¬ 
ers’ Federation will allow its 
79 local associations to vote 
individually on whether to 
participate is the Oct. 14 na¬ 
tional day of protest against 
federal wage and price con¬ 
trols. 

RC1F President Bill Broad- 
ley told a news conference 
Monday that the decision 
came after the federation ex¬ 
ecutive apilit os whether to 
support the Canadian I^abor 
Congress day of protest, In¬ 
cluding withdrawal of ser¬ 
vices. 

Broadley said the executive 
re jected his proposal to hold a 
referendum provincialiy, or 
locally, on the matter. 

The executive decided to 
have local associations hold 
general meetings where 
members would hear the 
issue discussed and then vote 
by ballot on withdrawal of 
services. 

Labor representatives will 
be invited tn attend the meet¬ 


ings to provide information on 
the purpose of the protest. 

"The (BCTF) executive will 
back any association which 
withdraws its service *,” 
Broadley said. 

"It will also respect the 
right of any individual 
members to dissent from the 
decision of each association.” 

Broadley said he voted 
against supporting the CLC 
protest because he said there

PORT OF SPAIN (AP) — 
Voter* in oil-rich Trinidad- 
Tobago have gven Prime 
Minister Eric William* and 
hi* People'* National Move¬ 
ment (PMM) a *olid election 
victory. 

Bat they also made the lef¬ 
tist United Labor Front 
(ULT) the main Opposition, 
setting the stage for an ideo¬ 
logical clash in Parliament. 

Local political commenta¬ 
tors predicted a leftist swing 
In this two-island Caribbean 
country of 1.1 million as a 
result of the strong showing 
by United Labor. 

Williams, 66, came to power 
in 1956. In hi* campaign 
against eight opposition par¬ 
ties demanding change, he 
had promised another five 
years of progress and stabili¬ 
ty- 

Final result* of Monday’s 
voting showed that of the 36 
seats In the House of Repre¬ 
sentatives, Williams’ party 
won 24 seats, the labor-front 
got 10 and the Democratic 
Action Congress, led by Wil¬ 
liams’ former deputy, A. N. R. 
Robinson won two seats from 
Tobago. 

An estimated 56 per cent of 
Trinidad’s 565,991 eligible 
voters cast ballots in this first 
election since the country 
adopted a republican constitu¬ 
tion last Aug. L 


DAR ES SALAAM (AP) - 
U.S. State Secretary Henry 
Kissinger arrived in Tanzania 
on Tuesday night to start an 
African peace mission. 

The Tanzanian government 
said black African presidents 
will press him to declare sup¬ 
port for black guerrilla forces 
fighting white-minority re¬ 
gimes. 

As Kissinger arrived from 
Switzerland for shuttle talks 
seeking racial peace in south¬ 
ern Africa, reports said police 
gunfire killed nine persons in 
the black South African, town¬ 
ship of Soweto. The deaths 
raised to 13 the number or 
lives reported lost in two days 
of a job boycott by tens of 
thousands of black workers in 
white-ruled South Africa. 

A Tanzanian government 
statement, issued just hours 
before Kissinger was to arrive 
here to begin hi* African di¬ 
plomacy, asked: 

“Why cannot the American 
government say that if a 
peaceful transfer of power is 
imposible because of the in¬ 
transigence of the (white) ra¬ 
cists, then it will be on the 
side of those who fight for 
freedom?” 

The document continued: 
“Such a statement would dis¬ 
hearten (Rhodesian Premier 
Ian) Smith and (South Afri¬ 
can Prime Minister John) 
Vorster and would make a 
peaceful solution more likely. 
It would also assuage the wor¬ 
ries and suspicions of tree 
(Black-ruled) Africa.” 

A Tanzanian government 
newspaper earlier commented 
that Kissinger’s new diplo¬ 
matic shuttle may prove to be 
a “worthless effort.” 

The Tanzanian Daily News 
said the U.S. is more interest¬ 
ed in containing Soviet Influ¬ 
ence in southern Africa than 
achieving black-majority rule. 

Still, it said, Kissinger is 
welcome “to see for himself 
the victories and revolu¬ 
tionary conquests of the peo¬ 
ple of Africa : he can go on to 
Pretoria and Salisbury and 
tell the old (white) rascals 
there that their days are num¬ 
bered.” 

Sammy Mdee, press secre¬ 
tary for Tanzanian President 
Julius Nyerere, said the Tan¬ 
zanian statement represents 
the position of all black Afri¬ 


ca’* “front-line” states. These 
are Tanzania, Zambia, Mo¬ 
zambique, Botswana and An¬ 
gola, the countries most in¬ 
volved in efforts to promote 
black-majority rule in south¬ 
ern Africa. 

Kissinger is to meet today 
with Tanzanian President 
Julius Nyerefe, chairman of 
the frontline group. The state 
secretary is then scheduled to 
go on to Zambia and South 
Africa. He is expected to shut¬ 
tle back and forth between 


white-ruled southern Africa 
and the front-line states dur¬ 
ing the next two weeks. 

In Pretoria, South Africa, 
Vorster and Smith met for 4*4 
hours to discuss the growing 
racial tension in southern 
Africa. Details were not 
given, and a joint statement 
said only that the two had a 
“full and frank exchange of 
views.” 

It also said Vorster reported 
to Smith on his recent talk 
with Kissinger in Switzerland.

Colonist Now* Sorvicts 

TORONTO — British Prime 
Minister James Callaghan 
Tuesday described the indus¬ 
trial world’s inability to low¬ 
er unemployment as “socially 
and morally corrupting and 
disastercus.” 

Callaghan, in a speech to 
the Empire Club in Toronto, 
noted that the world’s 10 
major industrial nations have 
made virtually no dent in 
their levels of unemployment 
during the past year. He said 
that while the jobless rate 
was falling in some countries, 
in others it was still rising 
and there seemed little hope 
that the levels would return to 
the boom years after the Sec¬ 
ond World War. 

“I confess to some doubts 
as to whether they will and 
add that people will not be 
willing to accept a situation in 
which the statesmen of the 
world seem to be incapable or 
unwilling to develop policies 
to overcome the scourge of 
unemployment, s particularly 
among the young,” he said. 

“I cannot accept the idea 
that large numbers of young 
people must leave school and 
go into unemployment. This is 
socially and morally corrupt¬ 
ing and disastrous.” 

Callaghan also said that an 
understanding between trade 
unions and government was 
greatly responsible for indus¬ 
trial regeneration in Britain. 

Callaghan said the under¬ 
standing between unions and 
government was not only 
about wages and labor rela¬ 
tions. 

“If that wore so, it would 
not endure,” the prime min¬ 
ister said. 

Callaghan said Ihe British 
government takes the trade 
unions actively into consulta¬ 
tion about new government 
policies, especially in the 
economic and social fields. 

“It is more than a matter of 
keeping trade unions in¬ 
formed of what government is 
doing or proposing,” he said. 
“It is based on a meaningful 
consultation about alternative 
policies and about priorities in 
the social field.” 

The Labor prime minister 
said an example of the suc¬ 
cess of the policy was the can¬ 
cellation last week of a pro¬ 
posed strike by seamen, 
averted by the intervention of 
other trade unions. 

He said the time has come 
to correct the impression that 
Britain Is a strike-ridden 
country. 


VANCOUVER (UPI) — 
Black majority rule in South 
Africa could lead only to the 
domination of minority 
groups, including whites, 
Asians, coloreds and even 
some blacks themselves, a 
South African diplomat said 
Tuesday. 

Paul Coetzee, information 
counsellor for the South Afri¬ 
can embassy in Ottawa, said 
a “black backlash” during re¬ 
cent strikes and rioting 
showed that the “real con¬ 
flict” would develop within 
black communities, not be¬ 
tween blacks and whites. 

“It is not the inevitable 
race war, which has been con¬ 
tinuously predicted since the 
1950s, which is taking place in 
South Africa,” he said. 

“In fact, I question whether 
in reality these are race 
riots.’’ 

He described the rioters as 


mostly students, youth gangs, 
radical agitators, petty crimi¬ 
nals and similar elements and 
said there was no evidence 
the general black or colored 
communities supported the vi¬ 
olence. 

Speaking at a service-club 
luncheon and later at a news 
conference, Coetzee strongly 
defended South African “mul¬ 
ti-national development” poli¬ 
cies and denounced critics 
who know nothing about the 
country. 

He refused to comment on a 
current mission to Africa by 
U.S. State Secretary Henry 
Kissinger. 

Coetzee conceded, however, 
that South Africa did have 
discriminatory laws and prac¬ 
tices. But he said they were 
part of the country’s histori¬ 
cal evolution and whites in 
South Africa were no more 
racist than anybody else. 


Japanese claim 
irritates Russians 


Draft age 
reduced 

SALISBURY (AFP) — Reg¬ 
istration age for conscription 
into the Rhodesian army has 
been lowered to 16 years from 
18 years, the government an¬ 
nounced here. Under the new 
regulations, ail white, Asian 
and colored mixed race males 
reaching 16 years of age must 
register for the draft. 

Officials said, however, that 
there are no plans at present 
to induct youths under the age 
of 18 years into the armed 
forces. 


MOSCOW (Reuter) — Th* 
Soviet Union warned t!>e Jap* 
anese today that pursuit of 
their claims to four Soviet- 
held Pacific islands can only 
poison relations between the 
two countries. 

The warning was issued by 
the Soviet news agency Tass 
in a commentary on what it 
called an “unprecedented 
trip” by Japanese Foreign 
Minister Kiichi Miyazawa to 
inspect the four islands at the 
archipelago from a Japanese 
patrol boat during the week¬ 
end. 

“The present campaign can 
only be seen as an attempt to 
play up artificial and non¬ 
existent problems in order to 
worsen Soviet-Japanese relar 
tions,” it said. 
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"Raising groundless and il¬ 
legal claims against the Sovi¬ 
et Union can only cause e 
trangement between the two 
countries and poison the spirit 
of good neighborliness that 
has grown up over the last 
20 years since diplomatic rela¬ 
tions were established.” 

The wording of the com¬ 
mentary bore a close similari¬ 
ty to earlier Soviet rejections 
of Japanese claims to the is¬ 
lands, which the Soviet Union 
occupied at the end of the 
Second World War. 

Japan has refused to sign a 
peace treaty with the Soviet 
Union formally ending the 
war until the islands—which 
Tokyo calls the “Northern 
Territories” are returned.

T HE SIGN AT THE VICTORIA Golf Club reads “Le 
Toumoi du Golf,” and just in case some who are 
seeking direction to the Lady Scott Invitational Golf 
Tournament might be confused, there is an English 
translation below. 

Hardly a matter for serious comment, perhaps 
But it is an example, of a sort, of the force-feeding of 
French in this country which even Prime Minister 
Pierre Trudeau now admits is causing what he calls “a 
public backlash against bilingualism.” 

It will be recalled that at the Olympic Games in 
Montreal the language of Quebec had place of 
preference. Even Her Majesty the Queen spoke first in 
French. So did everyone else. This was only courteous 
because the vast majority of the spectators were peo¬ 
ple whose first language is French, and, besides. 
French is the official language of Quebec — and the 
only one. according to the law of the province. 

It is a little difficult to understand, however, why 
in the CTV broadcast of the Canada Cup game out ot 
Toronto on Monday night so much emphasis should 
have been put on the French introductions and com¬ 
mentary. 

It is not clear whether or not there was a 
simultaneous French-language broadcast of the game 
for Quebec, but it is altogether likely. 

Whatever the case, in this instance the 
overwhelming majority of viewers in this country and 
in the United States would have been English- 
speaking. and for that matter most of the listeners in 
Europe would have owned English as a second 
language if they had one. 


A dispatch from Montreal discloses that children 
from kindergarten to Grade 3 age whose parents want 
them to attend schools where English is the language 
of instruction must answer correctly 45 out of 49 ques¬ 
tions in the government's language tests to score the 
mark necessary for admission. Otherwise they must 
attend French-language schools. 

The Italian-Canadian Education Committee, with 
the help of a statistician from McGill University, has 
undertaken an analysis of the test because they sus¬ 
pect it is designed to exclude as many as possible 
from anglophone classes. 

The committee may challenge the test's legality 
in the courts. 

The provincial education authorities responsible 
for the tests, compulsory under the Quebec Official 
Language (note the singular! Act, has refused to ex¬ 
plain how the children's answers are evaluated. 

So what? 

So this is the way the people of Quebec, if their 
government is representative, want to play the 
language game. 

Not only do they flout the federal law, the spirit of 
the Official Languages Act of Canada, but they deny 
what must be a fundamental right of Canadians — im¬ 
migrant or not, in Montreal or elsewhere — to have 
their children schooled in the language of their choice 
if the facilities are available. 

If Mr. Trudeau has felt "the backlash” he is likely 
to experience even more political discomfort if he and 
his government persist in the language policies which 
have become irritants to so many people.

Ocean mining impasse 


T HE UNITED NATIONS Law of the Sea Conference 
is one of the slowest moving get-togethers of its 
type. It goes from session to session trying to reach 
agreement on a draft treaty to extend the rule of law to 
the use of the oceans, and seldom seems to make real 
progress. The current session began August 2. It will 
end Friday. It there has been any advance in the closed 
negotiations there has been no sign of it. 

One of the major items on which the conference 
has been reported deadlocked is deep-sea mining. At 
i lie previous session last spring, there appeared to be 
hope that the United States and some other nations 
could persuade the poorer, developing countries to ac¬ 
cept a formula that would allow the ocean-bottom 
harvesting of nodules rich in minerals to be started as 
soon as possible and would give these countries a share 
ol the benefits. 

The United States had opposed placing all deep-sea 
resources under an exclusive international authority, 
maintaining that this so-called “Enterprise” would 
not provide sufficient incentives and guarantees for 
the ocean mining. Instead, it proposed that an inter¬ 
national authority should guarantee non- 
discriminatory access to mining sites to all nations un¬ 
der specified and reasonable conditions; that a mining 


enterprise should be part of the authority; that it 
would select and mine one site itself for each site allot¬ 
ted to a contracting country, and that the authority 
would supervise a system of revenue-sharing, chiefly 
for the needs of the poorer countries. 

At the present session U.S. Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger sweetened this proposal: the United 
States and other advanced countries, he said, would 
guarantee loans and provide technical help to the in¬ 
ternational authority, as a contribution "to a solution 
that is in the interests of all mankind." 

But reports from the conference indicate that the 
attitude of the developing countries, with their ma¬ 
jority in the UN, has hardened again: they want the 
"Enterprise " to have a virtual monopoly on the ocean- 
floor mining. 

This could be a grave mistake. The United States, 
Dr. Kissinger said last spring, "cannot delay in its ef¬ 
forts to develop an assured supply of critical resources 
through our deep seabed mining projects ... If agree¬ 
ment is not reached this year it will be increasingly 
difficult to resist pressure to proceed unilaterally.” 

Half a loaf, the old saying goes, is better than 
nothing.

It's still the same old story 


Eric Hotter, perhaps the 
greatest of America's common 
sense thinkers, has noted (as 
have others! that of all 
countries, the Soviet Union 
changes the least. "There is 
more continuity between Com¬ 
munist and Tsarist Russia, and 
even Russia under the Tartar 
Khans, than between America 
in the 1970s and Its past of a few 
decades ago,” Hoffer has writ¬ 
ten 

U this is true (and it Is) it is 
also true that the rulers of 
modern Russia are forever try¬ 
ing to change their people. Just 
as Peter the Great did. And 
with limited success. The dif¬ 
ference between now and then 
is that Soviet propaganda likes 
to pretend the nature of Rus¬ 
sian people has changed under 
Soviet enlightment 

Reality and mythology tend 
to converge in Soviet 
propaganda, For example in 
iNedelva, the weekly supple¬ 
ment of Izvestia, there’s full- 
page puff piece by Leonid 
Brezhnev, the Tsar of Soviet 
Russia. In it he talks of the 
"New Society” (shades of 
Trudeau?) that’s been molded. 

For example: “We have 
created a new society ... the 
atmosphere of genuine collec¬ 
tivism and comradeship, 
togetherness, friendship of all 
the nations and people of our 
land which is being 
strengthened by a moral health 

. . Perhaps the most impor¬ 
tant achievement of the past 
six decades is ‘Soviet Man'. A 
man who has not spared effort 
or sacrifice to build his future 

.. who has changed beyond 
recognition and united in 
himself Ideological conviction, 
energy, culture, knowledge and 
the ability to apply them. An 
ardent patriot . . 

At the same time as 
Brezhnev’s eulogy, the 
satirical magazine Krokodil 


By PETER WORTHINGTON 


tells everyday stories of 
"Soviet Man” in action. For 
example . . . 

In the North Caucasus it s a 
practice of some to collect 
names from gravestones for 
use in "free enterprise.” 
Purchasing agent Beorgi 
Chumarzov from the Regional 
Cattle Enterprise was sent to 
buy horses privately in vil¬ 
lages. He took his van and in¬ 
stead stole horses along the 
route and pocketed the money 
Gravestone receipts for some 
9.000 roubles (about 110.000) 
were submitted. 

One Stepan Bekairv osten¬ 
sibly purchased wheat from 
private plot holders and 
produced receipts from people 
long dead. He’d pilfered from 
the state. And one Ruslandbek 
Buzurtanov purchased 15.000 
brooms at the equivalent of 20 
cents each and produced 
"graveyard" receipts to the 
treasury that showed he’d paid 
S2 each—a handsome profit for 
this "Soviet Man.” 


In 1974 the Ossetic 
Autonomous' Republic 
purchased 15.318 tons of wheat, 
2.007 tons of sunflower seeds. 
474 tons of sunflower oil—all 
supposedly from private sel¬ 
lers who . when checks were 
made, turned out to be buried 
in cemeteries. 

Krokodil reports the efforts 
of the OBKSS I Russian initials 
for the Department for the 
Struggle Against the Plunder¬ 
ing of Socialist Property) are 
"insufficient to meet the 
demand." 

It reports that a better 
means of checking on in¬ 
dividual honesty should be es¬ 
tablished. The person who sold 
the brooms could just have 
easily have written a receipt 
stating that they’d been 
purchased from Sophia Loren 
says Krokodil. 

The workers’ newspaper 
Trud at the same time as the 
Brezhnev accolade reports on 
the Great Meat Pie Caper in

Leningrad Russians are ad¬ 
dicted to little meat and cab¬ 
bage pies called "pirozhki,” 
which are sold by street ven¬ 
dors 

Cabbage pirozhki cost six 
kopeks, meat ones cost 11 
kopeks. Complaints came in 
that the major department 
store in Leningrad, which sold 
thousands of pirozhki daily, 
seemed to be marketing an in¬ 
ferior brand. 

An investigation revealed 
that the head of the food 
department, his deputy and the 
department boss had a racket 
going whereby they stole 
staples from the state and 
made their own pirozhki They 
substituted their inferior brand 
for the real thing. They even 
fixed the vending machines to 
dispense their meat pies. 

In a two-year period these 
crooks swiped 3.600 pounds of 
butter, two tons of sugar. 60 
thousand eggs, tons of flour, 
rice. jam. Street vendors got a 
piece of the action. These "new 
Soviet men” cleared over 
$80,000—and eventually got 15 
years in prison for their "free 
enterprise.” 

In his best-selling book The 
Russians. New York Times 
correspondent Hedrick Smith 
has detailed the endemic cor¬ 
ruption. No segmentof Soviet 
society is immune. Smith 
relates the Russian anecdote: 
"I think.” says Ivan to his 
friend, "that ours must be the 
richest country on earth.” 
"Why?" asks his friend 

"Because for nearly 60 years 
everyone has been stealing 
from the state and there is still 
something left to steal!” 

That’s one reason why steal¬ 
ing from the state carries the 
death penalty in the U.S.S.R. 
So much for Soviet Man and 
Brezhnev s dreams of a "New 
Society”! 

Coeyrtskt. Tomato 


Shortly after his Cuban ex¬ 
peditionary force, armed with 
Soviet-made tanks, planes and 
rockets, won Angola's civil war 
for the pro-Moscow Popular 
Movement for the Liberation of 
Angola (MPLA) faction. 
Premier Fidel Castro disclosed 
a plan for withdrawing his 
troops. 

The bearded Communist dic¬ 
tator told Prime Minister Olof 
Palme of Sweden in a letter 
that the victorious Cubans 
would be coming home at a 
rate of 250 a week. 

If he has lived up to that 
promise, he has done it with 
mirrors and magic. 


The U.S. government, which 
has been watching the situation 
as closely as it can. has seen no 
evidence of any significant net 
reduction In the number of 
Cuban troops in the newly in¬ 
dependent African nation. 

Angola is nearly twice the 
size of Texas, but has a popula¬ 
tion of only six million. A 
former Portuguese territory, it 
borders the South Atlantic and 
lies just north of South West 
Africa or Namibia. 

Havana has suggested there 
are as many as 20.000 Cubans in 
Angola while U.S. estimates 
usually run between 15.000 and 
16,000, including a couple ol 
thousand civilian technicians. 


Perhaps Castro really wishes 
he could withdraw. 

Although his Cubans have 
been able to install Dr. 
Agosttnho Neto. head of the 
MPLA. as president in the 
capital, Luanda, and have cap¬ 
tured the major cities, they 
have not conquered either of 
the other two factions in the 
ciyil war—Dr. Jonas Savimbi’s 
National Union for the Total 
Independence of Angola 
(UNITA) forces in the south or 
Holden Roberto’s National

Front for the Liberation of 
Angola (FNLA) troops in the 
north. 

Consequently, the Cubans 
and their MPLA clients are 
having to fight an anti-guerrilla 
war against UNITA and the 
FNLA on the latter’s home 
turf. 


In addition, an armed 
separatist group has taken the 
field against them in Cabinda, 
the territory in the far north 
separated by a sliver of Zaire 

It is off the shores of Cabinda 
that the Gulf Oil Co. has been 
pumping up to 150.000 barrels a 
day and providing Neto’s 
government with foreign ex¬ 
change at the rate of $400 mil¬ 
lion a year. 

"For the Cubans, Angola Is 
getting like what Vietnam was 
to us,” a U.S. official said. "In 
the southern half of the 
country, the undefeated 
UNITA troops are operating 
among their own people They 
have plenty of arms for guerril¬ 


la warfare and food is no 
problem. The same thing, es¬ 
sentially. is true in the north 
where the FNLA is operating.” 

According to reports 
received here, the Cubans have 
been suffering heavier 
casualties since their "vic¬ 
tory" last February than they 
did during all the fighting that 
preceded It. 

One estimate is that approx¬ 
imately 750 Cubans were killed 
up until the time Neto was in¬ 
stalled in Luanda. 


The Cubans and the MPLA. 
which has an "army of 25,000, 
are actually fighting three 
separate and unco-ordinated 
anti-guerrilla campaigns 
Their Soviet planes, tanks and 
sophisticated rockets are not so 
meaningful now 
The militantly Marxist 
MPLA represents the Kim- 
bundu people, largely, and a 
number of mulattoes and 
whites. It is a minority party, 
with 25 per cent of the popula¬ 
tion or less. 


Both UNITA and the FNLA 
are socialistic, but are also 
ethnic and nationalist. They 
are regarded as "pro- 
Western.” which means, ac¬ 
tually. that they would accept 
aid from the United States and 
are not pro-Communist 
Neto. a black who married a 
white Portuguese woman, 
acknowledged on his visit to 
Havana in July, the "bandit 
groups” (as he calls the opposi¬ 
tion guerrillas) are still killing 
Angolan and Cuban troops 
Castro assured him at that 
time that the Cuban ex¬ 
peditionary force wopld 
protect Angola until Angolan 
forces reached a state of train 
ing and discipline to defend 
their homeland against all 
threats. Some observers 
believe he had South Africa in 
mind. If so. the Cubans will be 
there for a very long time.

Few civilians are aware of 
the grim game of hide-and-seek 
that goes on as the RCMP's 
security service stalks subver¬ 
sives.

Bunn has been a hard¬ 
working. little-remunerated champion and they probably 
wish, as I often have, that there were enough Peter Bunns to 
go around at every level of elected office 

f had an enlightening chat with Peter Bunn not so long 
ago and with the schools back from the summer recess, now 
is as good a time as any to let a little of that chat out of the 
bag 

The subject of failure, the subject of why is there not 
more scholastic competition in our system. 

"THIS BUSINESS of never failing is so much nonsense 
Bunn stated "That's the whole thing about life — overcom¬ 
ing failure." 

The growing number of special counsellors lat con¬ 
siderable expense* in our school system. 

"You have to look at it this way — 90 per cent of school 
counsellors' time is taken up with the problems of 10 per cent 
of the students. Most youngsters never use counsellors." 

His quick appraisal of the present school system. 

"Alter 15 years of close observation. I think the whole 
education thing — kindergarten through graduate studies, 
has become a giant rip-off. We are selling too many gim¬ 
micks. We've been oversold and we've bought too many gim¬ 
micks." 

Getting back to the counsellors. 

"SHOULD ALL THESE special helpers be paid through 
property taxes? Should they not be charged to social 
welfare?" 

On the subject of testing. 

"Testing is now being done In grades three, five and 
seven in reading and writing, and we must Insure that every 
child can read and write properly before going into junior 
secondary. This has not been the case." 

Peter Bunn admits there is a shortage of good teachers, 
but he feels it is far from desperate. 

"We have many good, quiet teachers — true pros — and 
they are just as concerned with the overall product as we 
are " 

Lower standards? 

"MY GUT REACTION tells me a high percentage of 
teachers want to do a good job of what we call traditional 
teaching. I think the rank and file are looking for strong 
guidance — they are most concerned by slipping standards " 

Peter Bunn also has a very strong feeling re the amount 
of money being spent on education — In the millions of dol¬ 
lars. and he wants to put a stop to uncontrolled increases 

“We must show fiscal responsibility. Our budgets should 
be pupil adjusted — if we have 1.000 less students, then we 
must adjust downward — we can not continue the upward 
trend. 

"WE MUST SAY to our staffs — this is the money we have 

— that's all we have If we have to cut staffs, then we must 
cut them — after all. that's the only way any business can 
survive." 

The always escalating cost of the education system, even 
a system complete with lower standards. Is a subject for 
strong concern, as Bunn submits. But others have also cried 
out against it and I go back to a proposal made by the old 
lighthouse philosopher. Bill Scott — made back in 1971. Bill 
Scott was using the cost figures for 1970. but his point is just 
as applicable today — maybe even more so what with infla¬ 
tion tearing away at the tax dollar. 

"IT POSTS over a million dollars a day to educate our 
children.” Scott wrote. "And when they are supposedly 
educated — we condemn a large number io unemployment 
And worse still, put them on social welfare for the 
homeowner to pay that cost. 

"How crazy can we get? And why do we deny our 
children the opportunity of helping to defray their 
educational costs whilst they are still at school? Let us ex¬ 
amine these facts and possibilities: Victorians were taxed 
>5.076.151 for school costs in 1970 — average cost per student 

— >680 a year. (That average has now jumped to >1,400 a 
year I There were 31.000 students attending Greater Vic¬ 
toria. View Royal and Central Saanich schools. Attending 
UVic, 5,000 students. 

"THEREFORE, if 10.000 students were given the oppor¬ 
tunity to eam a dollar a day to defray their educational cost 
it would amount to >3.650.000 a year. 

Therefore, roughly a third of all students earning a dol¬ 
lar a day. in the Victoria area, would pay for more than half 
their educational cost. And why not?” 

Bill Scott went on to list a number of employment pos¬ 
sibilities for the students to earn that buck a day and surely, 
it would not be that difficult. The simple fact that half the 
cost of education could be removed from long-suffering 
home owners, (many of whom never had children) should be 
enough of an incentive for government to take a long, hard 
look at the proposal. 

Peter Bunn and Bill Scott — both concerned, both looking 
for ways to ease the burden. They deserve your support 
because it's your money they're trying to save. 
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"W,e want to be able to speak 
our own language without em¬ 
barrassment,” said Prof 
Etelredo Pascolo. “And our 
language is -Friulian, not 
Italian. 

"We don't object to speaking 
Italian, too. but we would like 
our children to be proud of 
their mother tongue ”

of a million people devastated 
by an earthquake last spring — 
Pascolo added: 

"Unlike some other Euro¬ 
pean ethnic groups, we don't 
want independence. We only 
desire cultural autonomy. We 
want to keep our own identity. 
And this means speaking 
Friulian and teaching our 
children to speak it.” 

Pascolo is president of the 
Friulian Association here, and 
one of the leaders of a move¬ 
ment gaining strength in 
Western Europe to promote the 
use of regional languages. 

This revival of the cultural 
identity prevails among many 
of Europe's minority groups, 
particularly through the 
legitimization of (heir language 
or dialect within the larger 
nation-states, as has happened 
on the Italian island of Sar¬ 
dinia. 

In some cases, this new 
regionalism also translates 
into a political separatist 
movement like that of the Bas¬ 
ques in Spain. 

In either case, the trend 
represents a shift away from 
one of the postwar ideals: That 
of a united Europe, with a 
second-common language, be it 
English. French or Esperanto. 

The movement now is toward 
emphasizing cultural dif¬ 
ferences — with a local dialect 
or language becoming a 
person's first tongue, and the 
national language his second. 

In many ways, the effort in 
Friuli to encourage Friulians 
to speak Friulian is typical of 
the trend in other countries. 

''We are for a united 
Europe." says Pascolo. "but 
within the context of our in¬ 
dividual ethnic groups." 

Edda Cisilino-Novello, a 
Fruilian housewife and 
teacher, adds: "During the 
Favist period in Italy, we were 
urged to speak nothing but 
Italian. But there are many 
concepts and sentiments dear 
to us that can't be expressed in 
Italian — only in Friulian." 

The trend toward 
regionalism has been opposed, 
in various degrees, by the 
European central governments 
on the grounds that it weakens 


national unity, tends toward 
Balkanization, and en¬ 
courages the establishment of 
economically impracticable 
separate states. 

In Spain, there is a strong 
separatist movement not only 
in the Basque country but also 
in Catalonia, around 
Barcelona. In France, move¬ 
ments for local autonomy and 
recognition of the local dialects 
are powerful in Corsica. Brit¬ 
tany and the Alsaee-I-orraine. 

In the United Kingdom, 
regional movements are on the 
rise in both Wales and 
Scotland. 

The Italian government has 
recognized the powerful attrac¬ 
tion of regionalism by granting 
special autonomous powers to 
the Friuli district, to German¬ 
speaking Trent-Upper Adige, 
and to French-speaking Val 
D'Aosta — as well as the 
southern islands of Sardinia 
and Sicily with their own 
strong diaiects. 

In Italy, the regional dialects 
amount to different languages 
— northerners can rarely un¬ 
derstand southern dialects, and 
vice versa. 

Most Italians as children 
learn a local dialect, and it is 
only in school that they are 
taught "standard " Italian, 
which corresponds to that 
spoken in the cities in Tuscany. 

Many of the regions in 
Europe that are emphasizing 
their local languages and 
dialects are out of the 
mainstream, often cut off from 
the centre of the country by 
geography. 

Friuli, which centres around 
the Tagliamento River Valley, 
is rimmed by mountains and 
the sea. It is populated by hard¬ 
working farmers, who produce 
some of the best wines in Italy, 
but many have emigrated for 
better economic opportunities. 

l.inguilistica^y, Friulian is a 
form of "LaJKaV (a corruption 
of Latin) whirtiTb tum is a 
mixture of the tongues of the 
original Celtic inhabitants, the 
Roman legionnaires who 
retired here, the Germanic and 
Slavic tribes who periodically 
overran Friuli, and the 
Italians. 


Friulian Ladin has two other 
dialects: one spoken In the 
Dolomite Mountains just west 
of Friuli, and the other, 
Romansh. used in the Alpine 
(valleys) of south-eastern 
Switzerland — which has 
become the fourth official 
language of that country. 

The similarity of Friulian to 
Latin can be seen in some con¬ 
structions that are almost iden¬ 
tical. For instance. “Tu stas in 
tantis miseriie.” means in both 
languages, "your troubles are 
always with you." 

“Friulian is more musical 
than Italian." says researcher 
Sarah Fleming, who has 
translated Friulian poetry into 
English. "It is also an im¬ 
mediate. direct language — 
and expresses many sentimen¬ 
tal and emotional concepts that 
cannot be put into Italian." 

And Edda Cisilino-Novello 
says: "I used to be embarras¬ 
sed to speak Friulian in public. 
It was thought to be the 
language only of the lower pea¬ 
sant classes. 

"But with the revival of in¬ 
terest. we are no longer 
ashamed of it. My children are 
being taught Friulian, and we 
think it is better to be able to 
express yourself richly in your 
mother tongue .” 

Italian authorities now per¬ 
mit Friulian to be taught as an 
elective in school after regular 
hours. And for the first time, in 
last spring's national election, 
campaign posters were printed 
in Friulian. 

Prof. Giorgio Faggin, a 
Friulian scholar, says: "Not 
long ago it was thought socially 
inferior to speak Friulian. 
Now, we feel it is a mark of 
pride and an intellectual attain¬ 
ment to speak both Italian and 
Friulian.” 

As to the question whether, 
having learned two local 
languages. Friulians would not 
then be predisposed to reject 
acquiring a third "European" 
language. Faggin thinks the op¬ 
posite is true "If a child grows 
up learning two languages." 
Faggin says, "he is better able 
to pick up a third in school — or 
when the opportunity arises " 
In Udine, the immaculate, 
handsome capital of Friuli, all 
elected officials speak Friulian 
— through bureaucrats ap¬ 
pointed by Rome usually do 
not. 


Vorster risking backlash 
by supporting Kissinger 


South Africa's John Vorster, the 
blunt-talking prime minister who com¬ 
pleted 10 years in office Tuesday, is 
facing the most difficult months of his 
long and controversial leadership 

In joining U S. Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissinger in an effort to pres¬ 
sure Rhodesia's white minority to ac¬ 
cept majority black rule, to avoid all- 
out racial war. the 61-year-old Vorster 
risks a backlash at home If his goals are 
achieved abroad. 

Under the Kissinger plan, which 
Vorster Is reported to have accepted, 
there would be financial guarantees to 
white Rhodesians who agreed to stay to 
assist the black government in its early 
stages, and compensation for property 
given up by whites who leave. 

Many members of Vorster’s own 
Nationalist Party are worried about 
South African involvement in such a 
scheme. They are suspicious of what 
they call Kissinger’s record of adven¬ 
turism. and fear that any "Rhodesian 
solution" of that nature is a threat to 
South Africa and its own absolute 
white rule. 

On this count Vorster is faced with 
discontent among his Afrikaners — that 
resilient 65 per cent of the four million 
white South Africans who are descen¬ 
dants of the original Dutch settlers and 
have dominated the government since 
1948. He also is confronted with violent 
protests from blacks and mixed-race 
"coloreds" over his own racial policies. 
Since demonstrations against South 
Africa's stern apartheid i separation of 
races) laws began in mid-June, more 
than 300 persons have been killed, in the 
segregated suburbs of blacks and 
coloreds in Johannesburg and Cape 
Town. The ruling whites are out¬ 
numbered more than four to one in this 
country.

In a secret meeting with leading 
members of his National Party last 
Friday Vorster is reported to have 
proposed there be substantial policy 
changes in the apartheid laws so far as 
they affect coloreds and Indians. Ap¬ 
parently this was in response to the 
continuing protests of young colored 
people in the Cape Town area. 

Vorster suggested that full South 
African citizenship be given to the two 
million coloreds and 700,000 Indians. 
This would exempt them from being 
citizens of a homeland or tribal area, 
such as are the blacks. And it also 
would end discrimination against them 
at sports events, hotels and in public of¬ 
fices. 

However. Vorster ruled out any 
change which allows coloreds and In¬ 
dians to mix with whites in residential 
areas, schools and hospitals. Nor is 
there to be relaxation of the ban on 
mixed marriages. 

For the blacks, observers believe 
Vorster will concentrate on eliminating 
petty apartheid rules, some of which, 
such as "whites only" park benches 
already have fallen into disuse. 

Another problem for Vorster is 
South Africa's economic slump, per¬ 
sisting despite improvement in many 
other developed nations after the 
worldwide recession. One reason for 
South Africa’s slow recovery is the 
sharp drop In world prices for gold, a 
primary South African export 

As a result, there is increasing un¬ 
employment, particularly among the 
blacks' and an unchecked inflationary 


spiral. Consumer prices are running 
about 11 per cent higher than a year 
ago. While such domestic political 
perils might undermine a national 
leader in some countries. Vorster has 
not yet been seriously challenged from 
within his own party, or troubled by the 
splintered opposition white parties. 

The English-language press Is anti- 
government, but Vorster has his own 
newspaper support In the Afrikaans 
press, printed in a pbtols derived from 
the Dutch language of the early settlers 
and still predominant in many areas of 
the nation. 

On television, which the government 
only allowed to begin braodcastlng ear¬ 
ly this year — an Indicator of the 
government's cautious approach to 
change — Vorster comes across as a 
leader without fear of being sup¬ 
planted. 

Aparently unconcerned about the ef¬ 
fect his attitude may have abroad as 
the Kissinger visit to South Africa was 
announced, Vorster ordered police to 
continue their tough response to 
demonstrators and rioters. 

Whatever his pace in resolving in¬ 
ternal problems. Vorster's emergence 
as an ally of Kissinger In seeking a 
Rhodesian solution is considered part 
of the prime minister's grand design 
for returning South Africa to the com¬ 
munity of nations, from which It has 
been gradually isolated due to its racist 
policies. 

Vorster has long held that South 
Africa is an African country and not 
merely a bit of Europe stuck onto the 
bottom of the African continent. He 
believes that a stable, capitalist- 
oriented black government in Rhodesia 
would enhance South Africa's political 
and economic ties with other African 
nations.

Bennett, three governors 
to talk forests, pipeline 


Although a time-honored 
legal maxim says ignorance 
of the law is no excuse, many 
people who appear daily in 
Victoria provincial court 
admit ignorance about many 
aspects of the law — like a 19- 
year-old Saanich resident 
Tuesday. 

Cameron Maxwell Brown, 
1800 La Fontaine, was igno¬ 
rant about the fact that any¬ 
one who receives an appear¬ 
ance notice to go to court for 
a charge must obey all in¬ 
structions on the notice. Not 
only that, even after admit¬ 
ting the ignorance, he still 
didn’t want to obey. 

Brown was stopped July 24 
by Victoria police, charged 
with possession of a small 
amount of marijuana and 
given a notice to appear in 
court at 9:30 a.m. Aug. 3 for 
reading of the charge — and 
at 8:30 a.m. the same day at 
the Victoria police station for 
fingerprinting. 

He didn’t make either en¬ 
gagement. On Aug. 17, he fi¬ 
nally appeared, pleaded not 
guilty to the marijuana 
charge (trial was set late this 
month) and pleaded guilty to 
a charge of failing to make 
court at 9:30 a.m. Aug. 3. For 
that, he was fined $50. 

Tills week. Brown was 
charged Monday with failing 
to show at 8:30 a.m. Aug. 3 
for fingerprinting. Judge 
Harold Alder said It was 
“almost duplication of due 
process” but agreed with 
prosecutor Robert Mulligan 
that two separate “no show” 
charges were possible. 

Tuesday, Brown pleaded 
guilty and said he had “no ex¬ 
cuse.” Alder fined him an¬ 
other $50 and prosecutor Ni¬ 
cholas Lang asked that the 
judge add a probationary 
term ordering Brown to have 
his fingerprints taken at 8:30 
a.m. today. 

Brown asked, “Can that be 
In the afternoon?” but Lang 
explained the Victoria police 
identification branch fin¬ 
gerprints persons who are not 
in. custody only between 8:30 
and 9 am. weekdays. Alder 
told Brown to be there this 
morning. 


Conditions of probation im¬ 
posed by Judge Douglas 
Campbell for Max Anderson, 
58, of 875 North Park, includ¬ 
ed an order that he can only 
board B.C. Hydro buses be¬ 
tween 9:30 and 11:30 a.m. and 
1 p.m. and 4 p.m daily be¬ 
cause bus patronage is lowest 
In those hours. 

Anderson was found guilty 
by Campbell after a trial on a 
Victoria charge of common 
assault about 8:15 a.m. Sept. 
1 in punching a bus driver 
who had refused him entry to 
the bus because of several 
previous incidents of abuse. 
The judge suspended sentence 
and said probation would last 
for six months. 


Decision 
on milk 
a relief 


Jim Sterling breathed a 
sigh of relief last week when 
Victoria city council over¬ 
turned an earlier decision and 
permitted the sale of raw 
milk in Victoria. 

Sterling is owner and opera¬ 
tor of the Logical Natural 
Foods store at 716 View, one 
of the many health food stores 
downtown that sell unpas¬ 
teurized milk. 

Sterling said in an interview 
Monday he sold about 24 
quarts of raw milk a day. 

“People who buy it prefer 
raw milk because it hasn’t 
been fooled around with," he 
said. 

“Because it hasn’t been 
heated, it has more vitamin 
C,” Sterling added. 

He gets his raw milk supply 
fresh daily from Tom Pen- 
dray, who operates Van¬ 
couver Island’s only raw milk 
dairy in Saanich. 

“The milk is produced 
under close inspection,’’ said 
Sterling. 

Pendray, who has a herd of 
40 cattle, declined any com¬ 
ment. 

Beside Pendray, there are 
only two other raw milk pro¬ 
ducers in B.C., one on Salt 
Spring Island and the other in 
the Interior. 

Last week, city council gave 
final approval to a bylaw au¬ 
thorizing the sale of raw 
milk in Victoria. 

A few weeks ago. the same 
bylaw was defeated by coun¬ 
cil in Mayor Michael Young’s 
absence. When Young re¬ 
turned from holiday, he re¬ 
called the bylaw for reconsid¬ 
eration, a rarely-used power 
the mayor has under the B.C. 
Municipal Act. 


Alder set a fine of $200 for 
Robert William Griffiths, 22, 
of 2316 Amelia, a Canadian 
Coast Guard deckhand who 
pleaded guilty to a charge 
under the small vessel regula¬ 
tions. 

He admitted operating a 
small boat June 12 near 
Canoe Cove without any life¬ 
jackets for himself and his 
two passengers, saying he 
was going for gasoline and 
the jackets were in his car. 
Alder said this was “very 
dangerous ... in this case, 
you knew better.”

Blair Robert Kilgour, 19, of 
4000 Rraefoot. pleaded guilty 
to a Victoria charge of setting 
off a false fire alarm early 
Sept. 5 at 258 Gorge and was 
fined $100 by Alder, put on 
probation for six months and 
instructed to do 40 hours of 
community work. 

Prosecutor Lang said Kil¬ 
gour had no record of any 
kind but “this appears to be a 
frequent problem” and fire 
department officials had ad¬ 
vised him almost 50 per cent 
of "all the calls they get are 
false.”

In traffic court, Coquitlam 
resident Alexander Sandy 
McNie, 66, pleaded guilty to a 
Victoria charge of impaired 
driving and failing to remain 
at an accident scene Aug. 28 
and was fined a total of $1,000 
by Green.

N. A. McDiarmid, director 
of criminal law in the attor¬ 
ney-general's department, 
said Tuesday the legal ma¬ 
chinery for roadside breath 
testing already existed and 
had been used for several 
years in B.C. in the form of 
24-hour driver suspensions. 

Of the new provisions, 
McDiarmid said It was felt 
the expense involved In test¬ 
ing equipment would be un¬ 
necessary when B.C.'* exist¬ 
ing equipment ‘has done the 
.job for us and has done it 
very effectively.” 

In B.C., the spot-check sys¬ 
tem has meant that drivers 
aren't necessarily charged, 
hut can be sent home with 
their driving privileges lifted 
for 24 hours. Ibis depends on 
how much they have had to 
drink, something that is in¬ 
dicated in small tubes that 
show changes in color when 
breathed into.

GOLDSBORO. N.C. (UP I) 
••Something'' in North 
Carolina has been causing the 
most vicious of dogs to cower 
and the limbs of trees tn snap 
on a night when there was no 
lightning. 

No one is quite sure what 
that ''something” is, and 
unless someone very clever 
has been pulling a hoax for 
six yeai*s, North Carolina rrmy 
have its answer to “big foot.” 
the nebulous ape-like monster 
reported to roam the west. 

Goldsboro mental therapist 
Jim Hollingsworth has been 
trying for six years to find out 
exactly what it is that has left 
18-inch, three-toed footprints 
in the soft earth of rural 
Chatham County. 

Acting on reports he re¬ 
ceives from across the state, 
Hollingsworth has spent many 
lonely nights in desolate areas 
trying to confirm sightings of 
a seven-foot-tall ape-like crea¬ 
ture with black hair, a slump¬ 
ing gait and a deathly 
scream. 

“I'm not saying, ‘there’s a 
monster out there and let’s 
prove it,’ ” Hollingsworth 
says. "My purpose is to re¬ 
search and investigate these 
reports to determine what 
these people say they are see¬ 
ing and hearing." 

For Brody Parker, a Chath¬ 
am farmer, there are no 
doubts that for 20 minutes last 
spring he watched a figure 


seven to eight feet tall with 
"black fur, sort of hunched 
over and looking at me." 

Most of the reported sight¬ 
ings — almost all from 
around the Cape Fear river 
area — have led to fruitless 
searches for Hollingsworth, 
who nonetheless pieces to¬ 
gether every bit of informa- 
tin he can gather to com¬ 
plete the puzzle. 

"If these creatures do exist 
around here, they are very 
shrewd and very cunning," he 
hypothesized. *'It could ex¬ 
plain why they haven’t been 
shot or captured, again as¬ 
suming that they do exist." 

If Hollingsworth could only 
understand the barking and 
whimpering of dogs, he could 
have an important link in his 
chain. On one excursion, his 
trained police dog was re¬ 
duced to a mass of quivering 
nerves. 

Residents In Chatham 

County say their dogs "act 
up." cowering and whining 
with fear at some unearthly 
screaming noises. 

"It’s a growly fuss some¬ 
where between the sound of a 
yearling and an elephant," 
one farmer said describing 
the noise. 

Hollingsworth has set up 
some traps in the area where 
screams have been reported, 
but he won’t say where be¬ 
cause "some fools are going 
to shoot each other hoping to 
kill themselves a monster." 


It’s supersponge 
but not ‘ sci-fi’ 

OAKLAND. Calif. (UPI) — A new genus of giant sponge 
Is thriving In the Pacific just outside the Golden Gate Bridge 
where thousands of barrels of radioactive waste were 
dumped SR years ago, but scientists say no “science fiction" 
is Involved. 

The Oakland Tribune described the sponges as three to 
four feet tall and shaped like big vases. They are near the 
FaraUon Islands. 30 miles west of San Francisco. 

Robert Dyer, an oceanographer with the office of radia¬ 
tion programs of the IJ.S. Environmental Protection Agency, 
discovered the sponges. He said the plutonium content of the 
sea bottom near the small cluster of uninhabited Islands 
where 47,500 barbels If radioactive waste were dumped, waa 
previously predicted by scientists. 

Dyer said he was asked by his co-workers about the pos¬ 
sibility of a "giant mutant sponge" growing out of the radio¬ 
active dump. 

“It’s a nice science fiction Idea, but I kould have a hard 
time Justifying It," he said. 


Aerosol rules 
in two years? 


WASHINGTON (AP) — 
Fluorocarbons from aerosol 
spray cans have damaged the 
earth’s protective ozone shield 
and will have to be selectively 
regulated or banned, the U.S. 
National Academy of Sciences 
said today. 

But two academy panels 
which studied the problem 
said any ban or regulation of 
aerosol spray cans should be 
delayed one to two years until 
completion of further studies 
on the ultimate effects of the 
reduction in the protective 
ozone shield. 

The panels said the reduc¬ 
tion in ozone, which shields 
earth from dangerous ultravi¬ 
olet radiation, could lead to 
increases in skin cancer and 
changes In temperature and 
climate. 

The reports are designed to 
resolve the controversy over 
t h e relationship between 
fluorocarbons and earth’s 
ozone layer. The panels said 
there is insufficient evidence 
to state precisely the extent of 
damage to the ozone shield. 

Philip Handler. NAS pres¬ 
ident, said In a letter to the 


White House "that a one or 
two year delay in actual im- 
plemenation of a ban or regu¬ 
lation would not be unreason¬ 
able." 

However, he recommended 
the government begin imme¬ 
diately to establish the regula¬ 
tory machinery necessary to 
cither reduce the use of 
fluorocarbons or ban them 
completely. 

The reports said if fluoro¬ 
carbons continue to be re¬ 
leased at 1373 levels, "an ul¬ 
timate reduction in ozone of 
about seven per cent" will re¬ 
sult. Half of this loss will 
occur in about 50 years, the 
panels said. 

The panels expressed par¬ 
ticular concern about climate 
changes that might result 
from a slight reduction of the 
protective ozone shield. Tem¬ 
peratures could increase on 
earth. This, in turn, would af¬ 
fect rainfall and evaporation 
of moisture. "Such changes 
could lead initially to a gener¬ 
al shift of the earth’s climatic 
belts, and ultimately to a sig¬ 
nificant melting of polar ice 
and a worldwide increase in 
sea level,” the reports said.

Vancouver sets 
example 
in ear battle 


VANCOI T VER (UPD — 
Alarmed by steadily-worsen¬ 
ing downtown driving condi¬ 
tions, Vancouver has 
launched Canada's roost am¬ 
bitious program to cut rush- 
hour traffic by carpools and 
drastic changes in working 
hours. 

City authorities hope to 
enlist 15 per cent of downtown 
drivers in the "commuter 
club,’’ reducing traffic vol¬ 
ume by 10 per cent. 

They have set up a special 
city hall hotline 872-POOL 
— So a computer can match 
drivers offering rides with 
motorists who want to leave 
their cars at home. 

Radio commercials and 
newspaper advertisements are 
hailing the program as a 
valuable new inflation-fighter. 
Organizers claim a driver 
may save up to $1,000 or more 
a year by joining the club for 
shared rides. 

Officials are counting heavi¬ 
ly on the support of major 
downtown companies in 
switching to different working 
hours and encouraging em¬ 
ployees to become carpoolers. 
Each firm is being asked to 
appoint a commuter-club co¬ 
ordinator. 

The companies themselves 
will gain benefits ranging 


from Improved morale and 
productivity to reduced absen¬ 
teeism and costs and fewer 
parking problems at plants 
and offices, according to pub¬ 
licity material. 

Tt Is the first time any Ca¬ 
nadian city has embarked on 
such a double-barrelled attack 
on traffic congestion. TTie 
project has been financed by 
a $500,000 grant from the fed¬ 
eral transport development 
agency. 

Already city- ball has set an 
example by putting all inside 
workers on a four-day week. 
Lunchbreaki have been 
trimmed or schedules extend¬ 
ed so they work the same 
number of hours per week as 
under the old five-day eystem. 

"The program Is a low cost 
alternative to building more 
streets and wider streets.’’ 
says communications adviser 
Jim White. 

"If the automobile con¬ 
tinues to dominate: downtown 
employment growth eventual¬ 
ly would require the virtual 
doubling of streets and park¬ 
ing-log capacity. 

"However, local attitudes 
against freeways and an inf- 
creasing demand for pedes¬ 
trian-oriented facilities mak¬ 
ing this type of solution im¬ 
possible to implement."

Death stays 
in the family 


TORONTO (CP) - Murder 
In Canada is a family affair, 
says Prof. Norman Bell of the 
University of Toronto in a 
study of 4.140 solved murders. 

The study, covering solved 
murders between 1961 and 
1974, says relatives were in¬ 
volved in 45 per cent of the 
slayings. Only 13 per cent of 
the victims were killed by 
strangers. 

Bell, who trachea soci¬ 
ology and psychiatry, said if 
capital punishment were en¬ 
forced, "almost half of the 
condemned would be related 
to those murdered. 

He said that in 1974 the 
murder rate in this country 
was 2.4 per cent f>er 100,000 
persons. 

The study, released recently 
by Statistics Canada, says 
that during the years studied 
there were six times more 
suicides than murders, about 
20 times more deaths in car 
accidents and 300 times more 
deaths of cancer. 

During the period, there 
were 4,658 slayings.

murderers, whose average 
age is in the mid-30s, have 
been as young as six years 
and are predominantly male. 

"He's encouraged to play 
violent sports like hockey and 
football. He’s given guns as 
toys to be teasured." 

However, married mothers 
are suspects in slayings of 
their children twice as often 
as the fathers. 

In 220 cases where parents 
were suspected of killing their 
children, 142 were mothers 
and 78 were fathers. 

Also, when the suspect is a 
child, the father is the victim 
twice as often as the mother. 

The study says 76.8 per cent 
of all murder suspects were 
Caucasian and 77.8 per cent of 
murder victims were Cauca¬ 
sian. Fourteen per cent of 
murder victims were native 
Indians. 

During the period studied, 
alcohol was a factor in 41.3 
per cent of domestic murders, 
while other drugs were in¬ 
volved in 1.8 per cent of kill¬ 
ings. 

Of the murders studied, 
1,231 were committed in On¬ 
tario. 1,071 in Quebec. 841 on 
the Prairies, 690 in British Co¬ 
lumbia, 249 In the Maritimes 
and 58 in the Northwest Terri¬ 
tories and the Yukon. 

In the Maritimes. shooting 
was the most common method 
of murder while strangling 
was more common in the ter¬ 
ritories, the Prairies and Que¬ 
bec. 

The report says 11.5 per 
cent of murders were followed 
by a suicide. 

Prof. Bell said murder 
while infrequent in Canada, is 
a remarkably stable social 
phenomenon. 

"Each year In Canada six 
persons per million population 
are suspected of committing 
murder within a family set¬ 
ting and this changes by more 
than one per million only once 
in the 14 years for which the 
data are available." 

He said this is surprising be¬ 
cause there were significant 
changes during the 14 years 
studied in income, unemploy¬ 
ment, health and welfare pro¬ 
grams and in the size and 
diversity of the population. 

More policing doesn’t make 
any difference to the domestic 
murder rate, Prof. Bell said.

Father Blanchard conducts funeral service for the Gypsy 

Gypsy ’s sad little funeral

"Ym, though I walk 
through the valley of the 
shadow of death. I will 
fear no evil Hot Thou art 
with me.” the 23rd 
Psalm used to say. 

Now, In one of its re- 
reoentflv rewritten ver¬ 
sions, that part reads: 
“Even when walking 
through the dark valley 
of death, I will not be 
afraid for You are close 
beside me.” 

The music of the 23rd 
Psalm was heard Tues¬ 
day afternoon at the se¬ 
ven-minute funeral ser¬ 
vice in First Memorial 
Chapel, 4725 Falaise, for 
a 30-year-old Victoria 
woman who walked 
through the dark valley 
of death one week ago 
tonight — murdered 
Monique Dhillon. 

Abide with Me, In a 
Garden and How Great 
Thou Art also were 
heard. The music was 
recorded. The service 
was paid for through 
welfare, which had sup¬ 
ported Monique the 
Gypsy in her three years 
with her three young 
daughters in Victoria. 

The funeral was at¬ 
tended by 10 persons, 
and they included (Rev. 
Paul Blancard of St. An¬ 
drew’s Cathedral, Esqui¬ 
mau police investigator 
Sgt. Douglas Spmxton 
and a Colonist news pho¬ 
tographer. 

The others were the 
man she married Tues¬ 
day of last week, Surgit 


Singh Dhillon, 27, his 
brother, and five women 
who were her friends. 
Her mother, who came 
to Victoria from Quebec 
during the weekend, 
went home before the 
service because she 
wanted to remember 
Monique alive. She took 
the children with her. 

The service was the 
complete committal nte 
of the Roman Catholic 
Church. Only Father 
Blancard spoke, thank¬ 
ing God for her life and 
praying she would find 
acceptable reward 
rather than become a 
lost soul. 

Cremation will take 
place after district 
coroner Edmond Jorre 
de fit. Jorre opens an 
inquest at 7:30 p.m. 
Thursday in the same 
chapel. Identifications 
and medical evidence 
will be given, and the 
inquest will adjourn for 
some weeks to allow 
continued police inves¬ 
tigation. 

Esquimalt police have 
issued two appeals to 
the public for help, with 
about two dozen replies 
the first time and six the 
second. No one has yet 
answered the main po¬ 
lice question of what the 
Gypsy did after friends 
dropped her off at 10 
p.m. Wednesday in front 
of her favorite hangout, 
the Army, Navy and Air 
Force Veterans’ Club, 
1001 Wharf. 

A third request issued 
Tuesday might help tell 


how many hours the 
Gypsy lived of the 13 be¬ 
tween that dropoff and 
fhe discovery of her 
hody at U a.m. Thurs¬ 
day in tall grass on an 
Esquimalt hill. 

Police said these arti¬ 
cles had not been found: 
a pair of shoes, a purse, 
a shawl and an earring. 
They issued descriptions 
of each and asked that 
police be informed at 
385-1441. 

The open-toe shoes are 
dark blue suede with 
wedge heels and no 
straps. They are fairly 
new. The angora wool 
shawl is four feet long, 
dirty grey in color, fair¬ 
ly old and was usually 
worn around the Gypsy’s 
shoulders. 

The purse was not 
new. It was also dark 
blue suede. had a 
shoulder strap, was half¬ 
oval in shape, had black 
plastic trim and a flap 
tucked into a loop. It 
contained a multi¬ 
colored makeup purse. 

Sproxton said he had 
no idea about what else 
was in the purse. “She 
was on welfare so I 
don’t know what she 
had. She must have had 
some money, but I don’t 
know how' much.” 

The Gypsy had 
pierced ears and one of 
her large, circular, cop¬ 
pery earrings was miss¬ 
ing. Like her necklace, 
it contained an Alaska 
diamond. The pho¬ 
tograph issued last week 
by police of the Gypsy 


showed her wearing the 
necklace, earrings and 
dies* she had on at the 
time of her death 

Police conceded the 
missing items could 
have been burned or 
thrown away, or might 
be hidden somewhere. 
But they apparently felt 
there were so many 
items that someone 
must have seen them 
since Monique was 
strangled. 

Immigration officials 
said her husband was in 
Canada under student 
startus Until June 7, 1977, 
and no decision would be 
made until about that 
time on possible perma¬ 
nent status unless he 
asked for one. 

A spokesman said 
Dhillon originally came 
to Canada as a visitor in 
August. 1975. but was 
granted student status 
about a month ago on 
the basis of a plan to at¬ 
tend Camosun College. 

He said Mrs. Dhillon 
could have made a spon¬ 
sor’s request for his es¬ 
tablishment as a perma¬ 
nent resident or landed 
i mrr^grant but there was 
no sign that she signed 
sponsorship papers be¬ 
fore her death. 

As a result, he said. 
Dhillon would not be 
processed as an im¬ 
migrant but could slay 
as a student until June 
7. 1977. At that time. 
Dhillon could return to 
India, revert to visitor 
status, get an extension 
or present another spon¬ 
sor. 


UVic will ask 
what became 
of new students 


to get longer aid 


University of Victoria will 
write to the 340 ’'missing” 
first-year students to ascer¬ 
tain why th^r didn’t show up 
during registration week. 

The 340 were among 1.700 
first-year students who were 
accepted and were expected 
to register last week at UVic. 

Dr. Howard Petch, pres¬ 
ident of the university, said 
the loss would affect an al¬ 
ready tight budget at UVic. 

The net loss, Petch said, 
was about 200 students, with 
losses registered in first and 
second year registration and 
increases in third and fourth 
year. 

The loss In student fees 
alone, Petch said, was 
3240,000. 

Reacting to the Winegard 
report on university education 
in non-metropolitan areas of 
B.C., Petch said the establish¬ 
ment of four universities in 
the interior of the province 
might have some long-term 
effects on UVic. 

Petch said 60 per cent of the 


UVic student population came 
from outside the Greater Vic¬ 
toria area, but the historical 
role of UVic being a small 
university which appealed to 
students from more rural 
areas would remain. 

In his 50-page report re¬ 
leased last week. Dr. William 
Winegard of Toronto de¬ 
scribed UVic as ‘‘a highly res¬ 
idential undergraduate arts 
and sciences university” 
which promoted quality in it* 
restricted program*. 

Petch said the report was 
lerse in places but did not 
think the reference to under 
graduate programs meant 
that UVic should cut out it* 
graduate studies. 

"I don’t read that into it at 
all,” he said. 

Petch said that the report 
was encouraging because 
there seemed to be approval 
of heaving UVic become a 
more "residential” school, 
which Petch took to mean 
♦hat more residences might 
be built on campus

More than $2.2 million can 
be cut from the 1976 Greater 
Victoria school budget, trust¬ 
ees were told at Tuesday 
night’s committee meeting. 

In a lengthy report by Colin 
Glover, assistant superin¬ 
tendent of schools (business), 
savings of $2,208,325 were 
forecast in the $42,462,290 
operating budget, which had 
drawn considerable fire from 
politicians and education de¬ 
partment official*, including 
Education Minister Pat Mc- 
Geer. 

In his covering statement. 
Glover noted savings in the 
area of employee benefits, the 
slackening of the cost of liv¬ 
ing rise and other restraints. 

Trustee Peter Bunn, who 
voiced strong opposition when 
the budget was brought down, 
suggested that a surplus of 
$2.2 million be declared at 
next Monday’s regular board 
meeting. 

Savings were listed in all 
nine departments of the dis¬ 
trict’s budget, the highest 
being in the instruction-in- 
schools section, where a sav¬ 
ing of $1,285,122 was forecast 
by the end of the year. 

The other departmental 
forecast savings were: 
$569,612 in construction and 
maintenance, $227,885 in busi¬ 
ness, $100,6176 in planning, 
$14,069 in instruction (ad¬ 
ministration). $5,658 in super¬ 
intendent’s office, $5,570 in 
community relations, $4,302 in 
secretarv-treasurer’s office 
and $4,035 in instruction (cur¬ 
riculum). 

In the area of teachers' sa¬ 
laries. $23,598,073 was budget¬ 
ed. but the forecast is for an 
actual expenditure of 
$22,839,982. 

Glover reported that 
$23,564,829 had actually been 
spent up to July, and his fore¬ 
cast for the end of the year 
was for an expenditure of 
$40,253,965. 

Glenn Wall, assistant super¬ 
intendent of schools (adminis¬ 
tration), outlined the savings 
in the teachers’ salaries area. 

He said the two-per-cent al¬ 
io w a n c e for increment 
changes was actually 1.2 per 
cent because of a reduction of 
salary categories in the last 
contract agreement. 

Wall also noted that the cal¬

The trustees, meeting in 
construction and maintenance 
committee, agreed to approve 
the spending of up to $9,500 to 
move two portable classrooms 
to the new school, which 
opened last week to Grades 8 
to 11. 

It is expected that after a 
formal motion is passed at 
Monday’s regular board meet¬ 
ing, the two portables will be 
quickly moved from Gordon 
Head elementary to ease 
crowding at Lambrick Park. 

Trustee Dr. Hal Knight 
questioned district staff about 
the possibility of busing stu¬ 
dents to Cedar Hill junior 
high where thqre was report¬ 
ed to be plenty of space. 

Jack Dalgleish. associate 
director of planning for the 
school district, said that alter-

Dalgleish said that before 
the opening of Lambrick 
Park, principal David Voth 
forecast the school would fall 
short of its predicted 460 
enrolment if proposed bounda¬ 
ries were adhered to and that 
district personnel agreed with 
his analysis. 

However, after the bounda¬ 
ries were thrown open, Dalg¬ 
leish explained, the flood of 
students caught everyone by 
surprise. A total of 575 stu¬ 
dents showed up on opening 
day, causing the emergency. 

Glenn Wall, assistant super¬ 


intendent of schools (adminis¬ 
tration), said efforts had been 
made to transfer students. 
Some had gone to Mt. Doug¬ 
las high school while six vo¬ 
lunteered to go to Cedar Hill 
and Arbutus junior high 
schools. 

Trustee Dr. Mark Fisher 
said two students who regis¬ 
tered at Lambrick Park told 
him there was a “wave of 
esprit de corps” to go to the 
new school and that no one in¬ 
dividual was responsible for 
the crowding crisis. 

Before Fisher’s remarks. 
Trustee Peter Bunn had noted 
a 20 per cent error in calcula¬ 
tion and said it was an error 
of judgment which should not 
have happened. 

Dalgleish said the Gordon 
Head area was growing and 
portables would be needed 
next year anyway. 

With Bunn dissenting, trust¬ 
ees agreed to put forward a 
motionto move the two porta¬ 
bles at Monday’s meeting.

The pound declined against 
every currency in Western 
Europe despite heavy support 
from the Bank of England. Its 
devaluation rate against 10 
major currencies from the 
pound’s level in December, 
1971, fell to 41.2 per cent from 
40.7 per cent Monday.

LONDON (Reuter) The 
Bank of England announced 
Tuesday that it has suspended 
a member of its staff pending 
the outcome of a Scotland 
Yard investigation into illegal 
foreign-currency dealings. 

The central bank has been 
embarrassed by allegations 
that some of its staff may 
have made money by helping 
people to evade Britain’s cur¬ 
rency-control regulations. 

A member of the super¬ 
visory staff of the exchange 
control department has been 
suspended on full pay since 
late last month, about the 
tame Scotland Yard took over 
the inquiry at the request of 
the director of publir prosecu¬ 
tions. Sir Norman Skelhome. 
The man concerned was inter¬ 
viewed by treasury officers 
who were called in five 
months ago. 

A Bank of England spokes¬ 
man said: "There is no ques¬ 
tion of the bank prejudging 
the issue. But when a man is 
at the centre of an Investiga¬ 
tion of this kind it is in his 
own interests and the inter¬ 
ests of the bank if he leaves 
until the conclusion is 
known.” 

Scotland Yard fraud squad 
detectives are believed to be 
studying a report on the case 
prepared by the treasury 
investigators. 

The report is said to con¬ 
cern alleged manipulation of 
the regulations which control 
the buying and selling of 
property abroad by United 
Kingdom residents.

MONTREAL (CP) — Pro¬ 
jections that the Canadian 
economy would grow by five 
per cent in 1976 may not be 
achieved, the Royal Bank of 
Canada’s Trendicator in¬ 
dicates. 

Dr. Robert Baguley. a se¬ 
nior economist with the bank, 
announced second-quarter fig- 
tires for the Trendicator 
showed an 1.8-per-cent in¬ 
crease in the index from its 
downwardly-revised level in 
the first quarter. 

"This is a signal that the 
pace of economic recovery 
already slow — will likely 
continue to be slow in the sec¬ 
ond half of the year,” Dr. 
Baguley said. 

"The message is that our 
leading indicators of future 
economic activity have 
slowed sharply in the first six 
months of 1976 — compared to 
the strong increases observed 
throughout 1975.”

Alderman Bonnie Schrenk 
said Davis' two-paragraph let¬ 
ter to the municipality last 
spring inquiring about the 
possibility of a Surrey site for 
a steel mill did not "warrant 
the announcement of a $50 
million steel plant.” 


Beaufort 
best in years 


OTTAWA (CPV — The off¬ 
shore exploration program in 
the Beaufort Sea has been ex¬ 
tended for 10 days to Sept. 25, 
Northern Affairs Minister 
Judd Buchanan said Tuesday. 

The minister made the deci¬ 
sion after reviewing weather 
and ice forecasts from the 
north, which show conditions 
better than normal during the 
last 20 years. 

Buchanan said even with 
the longer season, forecasts 
indicate the drillers will have 
a month to sink a relief well if 
anything goes wrong. 

A relief well would be need¬ 
ed to stop oil flow in the case 
of a blowout, an eruption In a 
well that could send the oil 
spewing out into the sea. 

The federal cabinet said 


last week it approved a longer 
drilling season, but left a final 
decision in the hands of the 
northern affairs and environ¬ 
ment ministers. 

The announcement came on 
the eve of the scheduled clos¬ 
ing of the drilling season for 
Dome Petroleum Ltd., the 
first company allowed to drill 
offshore in the northern sea. 

Industry officials say most 
of the potential for oil and 
natural gas discoveries in the 
western Arctic lies under the 
sea, covered most of the year 
by thick ice. 

When government approved 
the drilling program last 
spring, it said exploration 
could take place only between 
early August and Sept. 15. But 
it provided for a 10-day exten¬ 


sion if weather was favorable. 

Canmar Drilling Co., a sub¬ 
sidiary of Dome, has had two 
ships drilling in the area this 
summer. Both holes are re¬ 
ported abound the 4,000-foot 
level, with no signs so far of 
oil or gas. 

When it granted approval in 
principle for an extension of 
the drilling season last week, 
the cabinet also -agreed to 
allow Dome to start five new 
holes in the seabed this fall.

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Tennis booming into bigtime sport

FOREST HELLS, N.Y. (AP) 
— Move over, Super Bowl. 
Make a little room there. 
World Series. Brace your¬ 
selves*—bigtime basketball, 
hockey and golf. 

There's a new kid in the 
neighborhood. Be nice to him. 
Treat him with respect. He is 
a bouncy, rambunctious lad, 
already growing out of his 
clothes and getting fat and 
sassy. 

It’s tennis on the boom. 

That the once dilettante 
sport finally has come of age 
in this erg. of iQjgti-r b 
dollar spectaculars and infli 
ed purses was accented dur¬ 
ing the last two weeks at the 
U.S. Open championships. 

The 12-day event drew a 
total of more than 250,000 fans 


— 30,000 more than ever in its 
history—and established itself 
firmly as one of the premier 
sports attractions of the 
world. 

The old West Side Tennis -1 
Club, with is Tudor-style 
clubhouse and its expanse of 
grass and clay courts, found 
itself unable to accommodate 
gracefully the hordes that 
poured through the gates. 

The place became a verita¬ 
ble mad house, with au¬ 
tomobile traffic jams outside 
the gates and human conges¬ 
tion choking the aisle* that 
separated the courts within 
the cozy little complex. 

Writers from five continents 
squeezed into the small press 
box-many of them having to 
stand, others sitting shoulder- 


to-shoulder like canned sar¬ 
dines. 

The crowd was a volatile 
mass that became emotional¬ 
ly involved in the matches 
and players, especially those 
involving tempestuous Hie 
Nastase. 

“Double fault!" someone 
yelled from high in the stands 
when Nastase started to 
serve. 

“Go back to Romania!" 
screamed another. 

“Get lost, you bum!" yelled 
a third person. 

It was a pro crowd, the peo¬ 
ple (.who frequent Madison 
Square Garden and the Nas¬ 
sau Coliseum for basketball 
and hockey games and prize 
fights. 

Tennis purists, who re¬ 


member when ail players 
wore nothing but white, hit 
only 1 white tenru shall and 
considered it a criminal of¬ 
fence df someone breathed too 
hard while the ball was in 
play, were chagrined. 

Instead, they should have 
been pleased. It is the highest 
of tributes that tennis finally 
has been accepted for what it 
is—a commercial enterprise 
like the other big-time sports 
in which promoters pay trib¬ 
ute to the almighty dollar 
and the athletes play for 
prizes that exceed yearly sa- 
aries of corporate executives. 

It is a pro sport It is now 
drawing a pro crowd. The 
man who lays out $6 to $11 for 
a seat and pays $1 for a can 
of beer feels he has the right 


to exercise his lungs when he 
chooses. So he does. 

For the first time this year, 
the Open at Forest Hills took 
on the atmosphere of a bowl 
game or a big horse race like 
the Kentucky Derby. There 
was a vibrancy, an electric 
excitement about the crowd 
experienced only at major 
events. 

The game has emerged as 
one of the most popular of 
spectator sports, supporting 
three men’s tours and a wo¬ 
men’s tour so prosperous that 
Chris Evert makes more in 
pize money than does Jack 
Nicklaus in golf. 

Court personalities have 
flourished. Jimmy Connors, 
who beat Sweden's Bjorn 
Borg for the men’s singles 


title Sunday, has given impe¬ 
tus to the game—first with his 
brash and at times abrasive 
personality, then with his 
sweep of the Australian, 
Wimbledon and U.S. titles in 
3974, followed by head-to-head 
victories over Rod Laver and 
John Newcombe in Las 
Vegas. 

Tennis has a product to sell 
and countless prospective 
buyers. It is unfortunate tiiat 
the game has grown so fast 
that, when it is ready to show 
off its finest wares in its big 
national championship, it 
finds itself restricted to a 
complex the size of the West 
Side Club, built for the lei¬ 
surely atmosphere of the 
1930s.

Young 
and Tommy Bolt, who was ob¬ 
viously playing in pain, 
stormed in with 70 and 67, re¬ 
spectively, and Sandra Post 
and Bob Rosburg made a 
charge. 

Miss Post, a native of Oak¬ 
ville, Ont., but now playing 
out of Florida and 10th in 
earnings on the LPGA tour, 
was in brilliant form, carding

Bolt and Mrs. Young made 
a real bid to force a playoff, 
reaching the 18th green with 
their second shots but they 
couldn’t get birdie putts to

Miss Bradley, recovering 
from her bogey on 17, and 
Wall both managed routine 
pars to clinch top money with 
rounds of 73 and 69, respec¬ 
tively.

WINNIPEG (CP) — The 
u*e of wind as a power source 
was widespread in Europe for 
650 years until the beginning 
of the 19th century when 
windmills fell into a gradual 
decline outside of the Nether¬ 
lands. 

But with the recent realiza¬ 
tion that the earth's supply of 
foasil fuel* i* not infinite, 
wind power may be on the 
verge of a comeback. Al¬ 
though windmill* were used to 
generate electricity as early 
a* 1890, man now is ju*t on 
the threshold of exploiting the 
wind on a large scale. 

A report to an international 
solar conference here in 
mid Auduat by the Lockheed 
Gorp. said current technology 
is "more than adequate for 
wind energy to make an im¬ 
mediate contribution to alle¬ 
viating the energy crunch.” 

Lockheed said a study It 
conducted under the United 
States Energy Research and 
Development Administration 
showed that the potential of 
the wind is far greater than 
previously estimated as a 
means of supplementing elec¬ 


tric energy from fossil fuel 
and hydro-electric sources. 

While asserting that energy 
from the wind can be ob¬ 
tained on an economically 
competitive basis with fuel 
oil, the Lockheed report cau¬ 
tioned that several major ob¬ 
stacles block the immediate 
widespread use off wind 
power. 

"Simply put. the roadblock 
1* the lack of methods and 
tools which will reliably as¬ 
sure the buyer that the best 
site has been selected, the en¬ 
ergy generated will be as pre¬ 
dicted and the cost of finding 
the site will not be prohibi¬ 
tive." 

The only large scale wind 
generator now operating in 
the United States is in San¬ 
dusky, Ohio. The 100-kilowatt 
prototype, built for the Na¬ 
tional Aeronautics and Space 
Administration, uses the most 
common wind turbine genera¬ 
tor. 

Called a Stuart mill or hori¬ 
zontal wind turbine generator, 
it operates on the same prin¬ 
ciple as a barnyard weather 
vane, except that the energy 


produced from the turning 
propellers is used to power a 
generator. 

A wind direction sensor 
keeps the two 18.75-metre pro¬ 
pellers facing into the wind 
atop a 30-metre tower. 

Canada haa also entered the 
field of wind turbine genera¬ 
tors, but with a different type 
of machine. A vertical axis 
wind generator that resem¬ 
bles a huge hoop is to be in¬ 
stalled this fall in a joint ef¬ 
fort by Quebec Hydro and the 
National Research Council on 
the Magdalen Islands in the 
Gulf of St. Lawrence. 

Dr. D. S. Rangi of the NRC 
estimates the 200-kilowatt, 
$235,-000 machine can reduce 
the island’s dependence on 
diesel fuel by 40,000 gallons a 
year. 

The turbine, 100 feet high, 
represents Canada’s biggest 
effort to harness the wind’s 
energy and will be the largest 
machine of its kind In the 
world, Dr. Rangi said. 

One of the reasons the Mag¬ 
dalen* were chosen for the 
project was wind speeds that 
average 31.4 kilometres an

Two smaller vprsion* of the 
I vertical axis wind generators 


have been built by Bristol 
Aeropace Ltd. of Winnipeg. 
One was installed in the Beau- 
tort Sea in June to power a 
station. 

1 Manitoba Hydro bought and 
installed the other near Gil- 
lam in Northern Manitoba. 

While wind machines are 
unlikely to Rupplant tradi¬ 
tional methods of generating 
power, Ijockheed estimates 


wind energy can supply near¬ 
ly 19 per cent of the electric 
power demand in the United 
States by 1995 if current con¬ 
sumption trends continue. 

"This is an equivalent sav¬ 
ing in fuel oil of over two 
billion barrels per year," the 
report says. "At today’s price 
of overseas oil, the balance of 
payments would be improved 
$26 billion per year.”

ROAST BEEF 
Preheat the oven to 375 de¬ 
grees. Salt and pepper the 
roast which should he at room 
temperature, *o take it out of 
the refrigerator the first thing 
in the morning. 

Place the roast on a rack In 
a shallow* baking pan and put 
it in the oven. Then roast for 
one hour at 375 degrees while 
you get ready for the day. 

Then — turn off the oven 
hut do not open the oven door, 
if you do you’ll !«t out all the 
heat and louse up the whole 
proce ss, trust me, it work* - 
'DO NOT*OPEN THE OVEN! 

Allow three hours in the 
[ oven to complete the cooking. 
You can even let it go a bit 
longer if need be. About 20 
minutes before you want din- 
I ner on the table, turn the oven 
i back on to 300 degrees to 
warm up the roast. While It’s 
w'arming you can finish the 
rest of the meal. 

| * This particular method of 
roasting a roast may not save 
I your marriage, that’s expect¬ 
ing a great deal from any 
roast, hut It will save you 
time. You can entertain with¬ 
out worry and without the 
last-minute hassle that usual¬ 
ly accompanies company for 
dinner. 

Start the roast at 2 or S 
o’clock in the afternoon and 
finish it off when the guests 
arrive. It works with any size 
roast. I have used the process 
with equal success on a four- 
pound sirloin tip roast and a 
10-f>ound rolled cross rib. 

It even seems to help ten¬ 
derize the tougher cuts. A 
boneless rolled chuck roast 
cooked this way is fantastic. I 
won’t guarantee it will save 
your marriage, but It Is good. 
The procedure even works 
with a roast that’s frozen 
solid, simply roast It for one 
and one-half hour before 
turning off the oven.

Coalport 

China 

returns 

home 


TELFORD, England (CP) 
— Coalport china has re¬ 
turned to its birthplace after 
an absence of 50 years with 
the opening of the Coalport 
China Works Museum in this 
Shropshire town, which has 
absorbed the village in which 
the distinctive pottery origin¬ 
ated. 

The Coalport China Co. 
closed it* works on the banks 
of the River Severn in 1926 
and moved to nearby Stoke- 
on-Trent. It has since become 
part of the Wedgwood group, 
although it still operates 
under its own name. 

The surviving buildings at 
Coalport have been restored 
as part of the Ironbridge 
Gorge* Museum Trust area, 

1 which extends for about three 
miles along the river valley. 
Much of the fine china dis¬ 
played at the museum has 
been donated or loaned by re¬ 
tired Coalport employees. 

The Coalport China Works 
Museum joins two other re¬ 
cently opened museums-the 
Gladstone Pottery Museum 
and the Wedgwood Visitor 
Centre, both in the neighbor¬ 
ing Staffordshire district 
known as The Potteries. 

The district produce* such 
examples of fine ware as 
Spode, Wedgwood. Royal 
Doulton, Crown Staffordshire 
and Iron son e as well as Coal¬ 
port. Today it Is possible to 
visit some of the potteries and 
see fine china still being pro¬ 
duced, but with modern meth¬ 
ods. 

At the Wedgwood Visitor 
Centre visitors can see the 
traditional hand processes in¬ 
volved in the making of 
Wedgwood. And many of the 
company's treasures are on 
display in a special gallery. 

Not far away at I-ongton Is 
the striking contrast of th# 
Gladstone Pottery Museum 
with It* four enormous bottle 
ovens which tower above a 
cobbled yard and workshop* 
used in early Victorian pot¬ 
tery processes. 

All potteries now fire their 
wares In electric ovens. The 
great bottle oven* were used 
a* late a* 3958 but then be¬ 
came victim* of clean air leg¬ 
islation.

The trustees were indignant 
over an Aug. 31 letter from 
McGeer and voted Monday 
night to ask the minister what 
was meant in the second 
paragraph of his letter. 

The primary purpose of the 
letter was to ask the board to 
return AIB forms, which the 
Saanich board had done July 
30. 

But the portion of the letter, 
apparently sent to all school 
boards in the province, that 
upset the trustees most was 
the second paragraph. 

It read: "As I mentioned 
earlier this year, the depart¬ 
ment of education will be tak¬ 
ing into account, in its 1977 
budgetary processes for each 
school district, the degree to 
which the federal guidelines 
have been observed in the 
teachers’ salaries sector. It is 
imperative, therefore, that 
any settlements that appear 
to be above strict mathemat¬ 
ical guideline have the ap¬ 
proval of the Anti-Inflation 
(Board.” 

Trustees thought the letter 
was insulting and former 
chairman Norma Sealey 
asked whether the statement 
was a "form of blackmail.’’ 

Chairman Dr. Gerry Kris- 
tianson said Tuesday the let¬ 
ter would not only advise 
McGeer that the forms were 
sent more than a month ago, 
but would ask the minister to 
specify what he has in mind 
in the second paragraph. 

In other business, trustees 
voted to ask the unions in¬ 
volved in the constructios 
strike-lockout why a school 
for the trainable mentally 
handicapped next to Keating 
elementary, which was due 
for opening this fall, was af¬ 
fected by the work stoppage. 

The trustees also passed a 
motion that a delegation be 
sent to see Labor Minister 
Allan Williams and to ask him 
to alleviate the situation. 
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French leaders 


Not enough time for Clarke 


PARIS (CP) — Joe Clark 
arrived here Tuesday to find 
little or no chance of meeting 
the French president or the 
prime minister. 

"I would have liked very 
much to have met them,” the 
Canadian Progressive Conser¬ 
vative leader commented dur- 
i n g an evening wine- 
and cheese party at tlt« Cana¬ 
dian cultural centre. 

He said he understood that 
newly-appointed Prime Min¬ 
ister Raymond Barre was tied 
up developing a new economic 
policy for France. 

While there was still a pos¬ 
sibility that President Valery 
Giscard d’Estaing might see 
him later, he considered the 
chance unlikely. 


Clark arrived on a flight 
from Rome that was delayed 
for nearly an hour because of 
a security alert at Da Vinci 
airport. Airport officials said 
they had received a bomb 
threat but that it was in no 
way connected with Clark's 
flight. 

At a briefing for reporters, 
Canadian Embassy officials 
said Clark’s appointment with 
Barre was called off Monday 
when the prime minister de¬ 
cided he could not spare the 
time to see him. 

Barre is trying to overcome 
internal economic difficulties. 
He replaced former prime" 
minister Jacques Chirac, who 
resigned after falling out with 
the president. 


Insurance industry 
wants a free hand 


VANCOUVER (CP) — The 
private auto insurance in¬ 
dustry must be given freedom 
to compete fully in the au¬ 
tomotive insurance field, Ken 
Malthouse, regional manager 
of the insurance Bureau of 
Canada, said Monday. 

Malthouse was commenting 
on a proposal by the provin¬ 
cial government that the In¬ 
surance Corp. of British Co¬ 
lumbia provide basic compul¬ 
sory auto insurance, while 
private firms supply the rest 
of the business. 


ICBC is a crow7i corporation 
incorporated in 1973 by the 
New Democratic Party gov¬ 
ernment. The present Social 
Credit administration has pro¬ 
mised to bring private insur¬ 
ance firms back into opera¬ 
tion. 

Malthouse said the public 
can’t be expected to buy two 
separate insurance polices. 
He said the provincial govern¬ 
ment hadn’t taken a firm 
stand on the issue and negoti¬ 
ations were continuing. 


It is the second time Clark 
has been unable to meet lead¬ 
ers during his five-country 
tour of Europe. Chancellor 
Helmut Schmidt was tied up 
with West Germany’s Oct. 3 
election campaign and could 
not find time to meet Clark 
last week. But the Conserva¬ 
tive leader has met the prime 
ministers of Belgium and 
Italy, and hopes to meet Brit¬ 
ish Prime Minister James 
Callaghan next week. 


Clark said in an interview 
he found throughout his trav¬ 
els that many loredgn officials 
probably would have pre¬ 
ferred it if he had been on 
’’some sort of trade mission.” 

Many had difficulty coming 
to grips with the idea that he 
was on an educational, fact¬ 
finding tour. 

Clark will speak today to 
the Franco-Canada Chamber 
of Commerce and will con¬ 
tinue his round of political 
and diplomatic visits.

Regions seeking 
more powers 


VANCOUVER (CP) — The 
chairmen of 28 regional 
boards in the province 
plunged into the 73rd annual 
convention of the union of 
B.C. municipalities Tuesday 
with a call for the provincial 
government to revise legisla¬ 
tion so they can improve their 
effectiveness. 

In a six-page brief ham¬ 
mered out in dosed session 
Monday, the regional board 
heads said they must have 
increased responsibility for 
decision making. 

This would include powers 
1o pass land use and sub¬ 
division bylaws without refer¬ 
ence to the municipal affairs 
department and also the 
power to adopt official com¬ 
munity plan bylaws without 


first obtaining provincial ap¬ 
proval. 

The regional chairmen’s 
brief is partially an answer to 
criticism levelled at them ear¬ 
lier this year by Municipal Af¬ 
fairs Minister Hugh Curtis. 

Curtis had pointed in June 
to “widespread antipathy” of 
residents with regard to the 
regional districts and had cri¬ 
ticized the rapid growth of re¬ 
gional bureaucracies. 

The district chairmen com¬ 
plained that while they are 
charged with community 
planning and management of 
areas within their boundaries, 
much of tiie necessary author¬ 
ity to implement these func¬ 
tions remains instead, with 
provincial agencies.

OTTAWA (CP)—B.C.’s job¬ 
less rate fell to 8.3 per cent 
of the province’s work force 
in August, Statistics Canada 
reported Tuesday. 

The rate was 9.1 per cent in 
July. 

'Hie actual number of job¬ 
less persons in B.C. in 
August was 92,000. ^ 

The government agency 
said the national level 
dropped fractionally from 7.3 
per cent in July to 7.2 per 
cent in August. 

Nationally, 709.000 people 
were jobless in August, 
597.000 of them looking for 
work. 

This figure compares with 
693,000 Canadians who were 
out of work in August a year 
ago. 

Aside from a significant 
drop in unemployment for 
men In the 15-to-24 age groups 

- to 12.8 per cent from 13.2 
per cent of those in the work 
force — there was little

change in the overall jobless 
picture. 

The 15-to-24 age group In¬ 
cludes many students who 
seek temporary work before 
leaving the work force to re¬ 
turn to school. 

Sinclair Stevens. Progres¬ 
sive Conservative finance 
critic, commented in Toronto 
that the unemployment fig¬ 
ures were both ”a good and a 
bad story.” 

It was encouraging that the 
actual number of unemployed 
had not risen, but discourag¬ 
ing that the figure remained 
so high and that some region¬ 
al rates were increasing, he 
said. 


The regional trend to higher 
unemployment was particu¬ 
larly evident in the Atlantic 
provinces last month. 

The jobless rate in New¬ 
foundland rose to 14.9 per 
cent from 14.4 per cent in 
July. In Nova Scotia it 
jumped to 11 per cent from 
9.6 per cent, and in New 
Brunswick it increased to 11.9 
per cent from 10.8 per cent. 

In Prince Edward Island, 
where the provincial work 
force declined from a month 
earlier, the unemployment 
rate fell. The percentage of 
the work force without jobs 
eased to 8.9 per cent from 13.1 
per cent in July. 


Quebec’s jobless rate rose, 
as expected, after the Olym¬ 
pics. The survey found 9.1 per 
cent of the province’* work 
force without jobs, up from 
8.4 per cent in July and the 
highest rate for the province 
this year. 

Ontario had lower unem¬ 
ployment. The rate in August 
dropped to 5.8 per cent of the 
work force from 6.5 per cent a 
month earlier. 

Two of the three Prairie 
provinces had more jobless.

Broadbent said the govern¬ 
ment should give priority to 
job-creating programs and 
announce a determined attack 
on high enemployment in the 
throne speech opening a new 
session of Parliament expect¬ 
ed next month.

CAPE TOWN, South Africa 
(UPI) — A short, red-faced 
man in a safari suit elbowed 
his way to the counter at the 
City Guns hunting shop. 

“I want cartridges for my 
shotgun,” he told the clerk. 

It had been a busy day. Thai 
only type of shotgun pellets 
left were those that injure — 
but generally do not kill — 
and the ones that can drill a 
hole through a bear. 

"We only got birds hot end 
buckshot,’ ’said the clerk. 

"I don’t care,’’ said the cus¬ 
tomer. ”1 want peopleshot.” 

Since the outbreak of race 
riots in white neighborhoods 
in Cape Town and throughout 
the southern Cape peninsula, 
arms sales have been on the 
rise. 

"Sales have been phenome¬ 
nal,’’ said one gun shop owner. 

Ocfl. Cerf, an officer on the 
staff of the Cape Province 
district commissioner of po¬ 
lice, said whites have been 
applying in unprecedented 
numbers to become police re¬ 
servists, an appointment that 
comes complete with a ser¬ 
vice revolver. 

"I am delighted at the 
trend,” he said in an inter¬ 
view. 

"Particularly large 

numbers of inquiries are com¬ 
ing from factory owners and 
businessmen who find they 
have to protect their proper¬ 
ty.” 

In the past week, rioting — 
mostly by mix-race residents 
— has flared in some 15 com¬ 
munities in the province and 
a few white homes have been 
attacked by rock-throwing 
crowds. 

In a number of communities 
near Cape Town, worried 
parents have kept children 
home from school. In others, 
safety organizations consist¬ 
ing of parents, residents and 
teachers have sprung up to 
patrol schoolgrounds day and 
night. 

In Denneberg, a white su¬ 
burb of the town of Paarf, 
whites take turns standing 
guard at night after a dozen 
stone-throwing mixed-race

for fuel 

TUCSON, Ariz. (UPI) — 
University of Arizona inven¬ 
tors have unveiled the proto¬ 
type of a small device they 
said would allow automobile 
internal combustion engines 
to run on a mixture of water 
and gasoline. 

Introduction of the device, 
called a "fuel reformer," fol¬ 
lowed a year-long research 
project by university engi¬ 
neers William Leonhardt, 
Marvin Martin, Dr. William 
Kerwin and Dr. Richard Wil¬ 
liams to find a way to build 
such equipment on a small, 
portable scale. 

The key component Is a 
•'catalytic reactor," which 
causes a chemical reaction 
between water and liquid hy¬ 
drocarbons, such as gasoline, 
producing a gaseous hydrogen 
fuel. This fuel bums more 
completely, producing more 
energy and less pollution, 
they said.

In previous crimes of pas¬ 
sion, in which a husband 
killed either his wife or his 
wife’s lover after finding 
them In bed together, juries 
refused to convict the killers.

"Well, if it can stop a black, 
give it to me,” the man said. 

A few hours later, a white 
motorist stopped beside the 


vineyards of Constant!a, just 
outside the city, and fired 12 
shots at an oak tree with what 
appeared to be a new pistol. 

He examined the weapon 
and the bullet marks. 

"It works okay," he said. 

"Now let diem come."

Servants 
hike cut

YELLOWKNIFE, N.W.T. 
(CP) — A 12 per cent salary 
increase for more than 1,500 
civil servants In the 
Northwest Territories has 
been rolled back to 9.8 per 
cent by the federal Anti-Ihfla- 
tion Board. 

The civil servants are 
members of the N.W.T. Pub¬ 
lic Service Association, a 
component of the Public Ser¬ 
vice Alliance of Canada, 
which represents federal pub¬ 
lic employees. 

The alliance earlier decided 
not to join next month's one- 
day walkout planned by the 
Canadian Labor Congress to 
protest Ihe federal govern¬ 
ment's anti - inflation guide¬ 
lines. 

Rob Fry, executive secre¬ 
tary of the public service as¬ 
sociation, said he could not 
rule out a walkout by "pri¬ 
vate individuals” but the 
union could not supj>ort them. 

The territorial civil ser¬ 
vants ratified a two-year con¬ 
tract with the government in 
August which provided for a 
12 per cent salary increase 
followed by an eight per cent 
increase the following year. 

The eight per cent second- 
year increase has been al¬ 
lowed to stand. The new 9.8 
per cent boost is retroactive 
to March 31. 

Meanwhile, more than 60 
Yellowknife teachers were 
awaiting an Anti - Inflation 
Board ruling on a 24.5 per 
cent salary increase ratified 
in June for this school year. 

About 60 nurses at the Stan¬ 
ton Yellowknife Hospital are 
waiting for the outcome of 
their appeal against an Anti- 
Inflation Board decision lo 
roll back a 12 per cent salary 
increase to eight per cent.

STATELINE, Nev. (UPI) — 
Singer Frank Sinatra has 
banned representatives of the 
Reno Evening Gazette and 
Nevada State Journal from 
attending his performances at 
Harrahs Casino next to Lake 
Tahoe because of a story writ¬ 
ten about him. 

Sinatra told casino officials 
that he would refuse to per¬ 
form If anyone from the two 
daily newspapers was in the 
audience. 

Mark Curtis, public rela¬ 
tions director of Harrahs, said 
he intercepted publisher Ron 
E ins toss and entertainment 
editor Guy Richardson at the 
door and told them of the en¬ 
tertainer’s ultimatum. 

He said they did not attend 
the show. 

Curtis said Sinatra “reacted 
at the time to what he con¬ 
siders a continual review of 
age-old stories about him. His 
point was that this happens 
every time he comes here.” 

Curtis said the ban was still 
in effect. 

The Friday story detailed 
events in Sinatra's past, in¬ 
cluding his battles with Neva¬ 
da gaming authorities In the 
1960s.

In the garden of one of my 
good neighbors there is a 
flight of four or five stone 
steps leading to a lower lawn. 
Along these steps there is a 
sloping bank facing north and 
overhung with tree branches 

• the kind of spot which 
poses a real challenge to any 
gardener. 

For most folks, such a 
heavily shaded site would pm- 
dure nothing hut a few ferns 
and a horde of voracious mos¬ 
quitos, and I am filled with 
admiration for the way my in¬ 
genious friend manages to 
keep this dark little rook gar¬ 
den filled with interesting 
plants. Water lily tulips 
flourish there in the spring, 
but what took my eye esje- 
cially was a massed planting 
of a very old plant called So¬ 
lomon’s Seal. 

Although the book says this 
plant Is supposed to be a na¬ 
tive of the British Isles, I can 
remember picking quantities 
of these unassuming but in¬ 
triguing sprays of tiny bell- 


Uke flowers when I was a boy 
living on the eastern outskirts 
of Toronto where it flourished 
in the shade of birch, beech, 
maple and oak woodlands. It 
seems perfectly at home in 
our climate, though, and I 
have even seen it growing 
alongside mountain trails high 
above Lake Louise. 

You don’t see Solomon's 
Seal much in gardens today, 
which is rather a shame, for 
the plant possesses Individu¬ 
ality and a certain charm of 
foliage, in addition to its abili¬ 
ty to grow and increase in 
sunless locations. The arching 
stems grow to about two feet 
tall, bearing a ladder-like ar¬ 
rangement of glossy, bright, 
elliptical leaves, while dan¬ 
gling from the stem are small 
clusters of little bell-shaped 
white flowers tipped with 
green. 

These stems, with their deli¬ 
cate little flowers and the 
unique architectural form of 
the foliage, are the answer to 
the flower arranger's dream, 


!T 

and if only tl>e plants were 
more plentiful hereabouts, I 
am sure they would be used 
widely to provide accent and 
contrast in formal arrange¬ 
ments. 

The proper name of Solo¬ 
mon’s Seal is Polygonatum of- 
f i c i n a 1 e — Polygonatum 
meaning "many jointed” and 
officinale referring to the fact 
that the plant was at one time 
used in medicinp. John 
Gerard, writing in his famous 
Herbal in the year 1595, has 
this to say about it: 

"The rootes of Solomon’s 
Seale, crush’d while it is fresh 
and greene and applied, ta- 
keth away in one night, or two 
at the most, any bruise or 
blacke and blew spots gotten 
by women’s wilfulnesse in 
stumbling upon their hasty 
husband’s fists, or such like." 

Matthiolus, another of the 
early herbalists and the man 
for whom our ten-week stocks 
are named, made these notes 
on Solomon’s Seal: "A water 
is drawne out of the roots, 


where with the women of 
Italy use to sooure their faces 
from sunbuming, freckles, 
morphew, or any such defor¬ 
mities of the skinne.” 

Other medical men of the 
16th century used the crushed 
roots as a poultice to relieve 
the pain in newly-set disloca¬ 
tions. 

The plant's popular name 
comes from toe fact that 
when a root is cut transverse¬ 
ly, there appears certain 
markings which bear some 
resemblance to toe impress of 
an official seal. 

The best variety for garden 
use is Polygonatum mul- 
tiflorum, a bit taller than the 
common kind, and altogether 
a Vnore striking plant with 
larger flowers. For rock gar¬ 
dens there is a dwarf form, P. 
falcatum, growing only six 
inches tall, with bright green 
foliage and cream-colored tu- 
b u 1 a r flowers delicately 
marked with green. Both of 
these demand a shaded spot 
and moist, woodsy soil.

One of the big debates going 
on in Washington is whether 
the poor people should have a 
voice in the war on poverty. 
Everybody has been heard 
from on the subject except 
the poor people themselves. 

So I decided to go out and 
interview a poor person and 
ask him what he thought 
about it. It wasn’t easy to find 
one. because nobody likes to 
admit to being poor. Also, 
poor people are suspicious of 
strangers asking questions. 
They believe, and rightly so, 
that no good can come of it. 

I finally found a man in a 
har in one of the rundown sec¬ 
tions of Washington who was 
willing to admit he was poor 
and also willing to talk about 
it. 

1 asked him if he thought he 
would like to serve on a com¬ 
mittee to see what could be 
done about poverty. 


"Mister, if I had any ideas 
what to do about poverty, I 
wouldn't be poor.” 

"But there Is a school of 
thought in Washington that 
poor people are toe only ones 
who know the real problems 
of toe poor, end they should 
be stronly involved in toe pro¬ 
gram to formulate and imple¬ 
ment anti-poverty programs." 

"I wouldn't serve on such a 
hoard unless they paid me," 
he said. 

"Oh, I'm suit they would 
pay you. If they agreed to pay 
you. what is toe first thing 
you would do?" 

"I’d move out of the neigh¬ 
borhood." 

"Exactly. Poor people don’t 
want to be spoken for. They 
just want to get the hell out of 
the neighborhood. Asking poor 
jeople how to win the war on 
poverty is like asking Japa¬ 


nese how to win toe Second 
World War." 

"You've got a point there. 
But there is a great deal of 
pressure to have poor people 
work out their own destinies 
in the anti-poverty program." 

"Okay, then let them put 
everybody who la poor on an 
anti-poverty committee and 
pay them all a salary. Once 
they’re on a salary, you'll 
solve every problem « poor 
person has. And they’ll all 
move the hell out of the neigh¬ 
borhood." 

"On the surface this sounds 
like a good solution to the 
problem, hut It would put a 
great financial strain on the 
government.” 

"Yeah, but if you put people 
on salary, you wouldn’t have 
to make welfare payments, 
and the poor people would 
pay taxes so it would eventu¬ 
ally even itself out.” 


"I agree." I said, "but if 
you put all poor people on an¬ 
ti-poverty committees and 
paid them, you would elimi¬ 
nate poverty and there would 
be no reason to have the com¬ 
mittees.” 

"I’m not sure about that. As 
soon as people get a salary, 
they can get all the credit 
they want from banks and fi¬ 
nance companies. The more 
you borrow, the poorer you 
become. As long as there are 
credit companies, there will 
always he poor people." 

"It makes a lot of sense." I 
admitted. "You seem to have 
thought this out pretty well." 

"When you’re poor, you 
have nothing else to think 
about." 

"I wonder why the govern¬ 
ment hasn't thought of it." 

"Recause they're afraid 
we'd all move toe hell out of 
the neighborhood."

Does a mere difference in a 
word make a difference in a 
thing, in an attitude, in a rela¬ 
tionship? Of course it does. If 
we use the wrong word for the 
right one. then we imagine we 
are saying something when 
we are saying something else. 

Take the two popular words 
today. "information" and 
‘‘communication." They are 
often used interchangeably, 
but they signify*, c^uite dif¬ 
ferent things. Inform atlon*'TS 
giving out: communication i* 
getting through. 

This is the basic trouble 
with so-called communication 
within and between large 
groups. In most cases, it is 
simply information that is 
being given out, not com¬ 


munication that Is getting 
through. 

Many large companies, for 
instance, privately deplore 
the lack of "communication" 
they may have with their em¬ 
ployees. But what they fondly 
imagine is communication is 
really not — it is just infor¬ 
mation, and only the kind of 
information toe company 
wants the employees to have. 

Communication is at least 
the beginning of a dialogue; 
information is a monologue. 
Communication is alert for a 
response: information shuts 
off the switch when toe mes¬ 
sage is ended. Most of all, in¬ 
formation tells what: com¬ 
munication explains why. 

Business and industry 
among other institutions, ex¬ 
pend tens of millions yearly 


under toe mistaken notion 
that they are communicating 
with their various publics; 
when, in nine cases out of ten, 
they are only processing in¬ 
formation in a way that is 
palatable to their self-image. 
These publics, being no fools, 
quite properly refuse to be¬ 
lieve official communiques, 
house organs, publicity hand¬ 
outs and all the rest. 

Strictly speaking, genuine 
communication can exist only 
between persons in what 
Buber has called the I-Thou 
relationship; anything else is 
an I-It relationship, where we 
are not speaking to another 
person, in the fullness of his 
uniquely created humanity, 
but to an "object," a "mass," 
indeed a "public." 


But, even allowing for this 
basic difficulty, there is no 
question but that institutions, 
organizations, corporate 
bodies, can move from the in¬ 
formation end of the spectrum 
closer to toe communication 
end. They can do this, howev¬ 
er. only be sacrificing some 
false pride and acting like 
persons who are fallible, un¬ 
certain, sometimes wrong and 
willing to learn from mis¬ 
take*. 

When we inform, we lead 
from strength; when we com¬ 
municate, we lead from 
weakness — and It is precise¬ 
ly this confession of mortality 
that engages toe ears, head* 
and hearts of those we wan* 
to enlist as allies in a com¬ 
mon cause.

"What am I wippowd to do 
with this?" grumbled the 
motorist as the fni clerk 
handed him a receipt for his 
traffic fine “Keep it.” the 
clerk advised. “Four of them 
will get you a bicycle." 

The declarer who is too 
quick to draw trump* also 
qualifies for a speeding 
ticket. And if he makes the 
same mistake four times. I 
wouldn’t blame his partner if 
he put him on a bicycle 

South wins the club king 
with his ace since there is no 
point in ducking. If he does 
duck, a spade shift could 
prove highly embarrassing 

The hajid appears very safe 
and declarer can cash more 
than enough tricks if Im can 
bring in dummy's diamond 
suit. And that’s where the 
catch ii. Suppose declarer 
draws trumps and starts dia 
monds. East holds off until 
the third round, dummy has 
no more entries and another 
frigid game is lost forever 
The defense takes two 
spades, a diamond and a club 
for down one. 

The correct way to play the 
hand is to win the club ace 
and play the king and ace of 
trumps, leaving the 10 in 
dummy. Now the diamonds 
are started and East is help¬ 
less. Even if he wins the sec 
ond round and gives West a 
diamond ruff, the hand is un¬ 
beatable. The defense gets 
only a club, a diamond and a 
diamond ruff and declarer's 
losing spades go on the long 
diamonds, using the trump 
ten as an entry. 

I.ong suits are an excellent 
source of tricks. But one must 
make sure he has an entry to 
use them.

Duncan orders freeze in apartment rezoning 



DUNCAN — Reasoning for 
new apartment construction 
in this city has been frozen 
until a community plan is 
completed next January. 

After residents expressed 
strong opposition to one devel¬ 
opment and the city adminis¬ 
tration was given notice of at 
least three more proposals at 
a meeting Monday night, 
council unanimously agreed 
that spot zoning for apart- 
ment construction must 
cease. 

Duncan alderman Doug 
Barker, who led the attack 
against any more rezoning of 
property for multi-family dev¬ 


elopment, said council must 
decide where this develop¬ 
ment should take place before 
it could continue. 

'•We are presently sfiot zon¬ 
ing all over the city because 
we do not have a community 
plan, no wonder we have peo¬ 
ple protesting everytime a re¬ 
zoning application comes be¬ 
fore us. 

"And I don’t blame them 
for being upset. I wouldn’t 
want to live beside some of 
the bloody things they are 
building in this city either. 
They are not fit to live in,” 
Barker said. 

Earlier in the meeting more 


than 20 people with a petition 
containing 64 signatures from 
residents in the Dobson and 
McKinstry Street area op- 
l>osed the rezoning of a prop¬ 
erty at 130 Price Place for a 
75-suite apartment. 

"Our way of life is threat¬ 
ened by these developments." 
an elderly resident stated.

"Why should our houses be 
surrounded by these large 
three-storey apartments when 
there is not even a sidewalk 
on the narrow streets?” 

Council members told the 
developer, W. R. Bentley, who 
was present, they would make 
a decision on the rezoning ap¬ 
plication Sept. 22. 

The freeze of processing 
any more rezoning apliea- 
tions arose after Aid. Michael 
Coleman, commenting on an¬ 
other proposal, said "The zon¬ 
ing bylaws are woefully inad¬ 
equate at this time.’ 

He made reference to a let¬ 
ter rec eived Monday by coun¬ 


cil front Don Duncan of Dun¬ 
can Kondra Engineering Ltd., 
who is a member of the city's 
technical planning commis¬ 
sion, and complained about 
the frustrating atmosphere 
due to the lack of committee 
guidelines and the need of a 
major overhaul in present 
zoning, parking and sign 
bylaws. 

"I feel so strongly on this 
matter, that I am prepared to 
undertake preparation of this 
at no cost to the city. I feel it 
is essential,' Duncan said in 
his letter to council. 

Examples of the outmoded 
procedures, which the engi¬ 


neer gave, were the "receiv¬ 
ing a design on a cigarette 
package" and the fact that 
existing city bylaw's did not 
require parking areas in dev¬ 
elopments to be paved.

OTTAWA (CP) — The fed¬ 
eral government has with¬ 
drawn a radio ad promoting 
the success of its wage and 
price controls after objections 
from Beryl Plumptre, former 
vice-chairman of the anti¬ 
inflation board. 

Mrs. Plumptre had been 
featured in one of a series of 


eight radio ads diat started 
this week and were to run for 
five weeks. The ads are part 
of a Jl.l-million campaign 
running until Oct. 14 - the first 
anniversary of the controls 
program-intended to show 
controls are working. 

A finance department of- 
fcial working on the ads con¬ 


firmed today the ad has been 
withdrawn. He said Mrs. 
Plumptre asked that it not be 
used. The finance department 
official would not supply a 
copy of the ad. 

Mrs. Plumptre said In a 
telephone interview that she 
had Agreed to “a 50-minute 


taping for aboiit 55 seconds" 
of radio ad, but said it had 
l>een agreed she would hear 
the edited version. 

She said the final version 
was released without her ajv 
proval. The ad dealt with ac¬ 
tions consumers might take if 
they felt prices were rising 
too rapidly, she said. 


Mrs. Plumptre said she did 
not think th^ ad was mislead¬ 
ing but that it. was inadequate 
to explain the interviewer's 
question. 

The finance official said the 
ad campaign will go ahead 
with the other seven radio ads 
and no new. one will be made.

Mail for suburbs returned 
if it’s addressed ‘Victoria’ 


A Victoria Post Office 
spokesman said Tuesday that 
the post office was no longer 
redirecting suburban mail 
addressed to Victoria. 

The local regions affected 
by the decision are Sidney. 
Saanichton, Brentwood Bay 
and Sooke. which have their 
own post offices. 

The spokesman said that all 
personal or commercial mail 
intended for these areas but 
addressed to Victoria would 
be returned to the sender. Ac¬ 
cording to federal postal regu¬ 
lations, it will then be neces¬ 
sary to remail the letter in a 


new envelope, with the cor¬ 
rect address and new postage. 

In jl’ly, when the decision 
was made not to redirect 
mail, the post office was re¬ 
ceiving up to 8.000 wrongly- 
addressed pieces of local mail 
a w’eek, most of it from bu¬ 
sinesses. the spokesman said. 

In the last six months, the 
post office has sent 6,000 pds- 
lal directories to Greater Vic¬ 
toria businesses in the hope 
that they will start specifying 
local addresses.

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Lewis denies break-in 


Wendell Sinclair I>ewlg, 24, 
completed hi* own defence in 
Victoria Cbunty Court Tues¬ 
day, where he face* six 
count* of breaking, entering 
and theft at Saanich Medical 
Centre the night of Jan. 26. 

— He is to appear again today 
before Judge E. J. C. Stewart 
to present his argument. A 
mixed jury of men and 
women will decide the out¬ 
come. 

Lewis specifically denied 
breaking into the premise* at 
.1491 Saanich Road and the of¬ 
fice* of Doctors Peter Bush, 
J. R. Miller, Ross McNeely, 
J. E. Petersen, and the store 
of McGill and Orme. 

The crown alleges a quan¬ 
tity of bottles and drugs found 
in a motel room occupied by 
Lewis and three other persons 
were stolen from the medical 
centre. Lewi* and hi* com¬ 
panions were arrested by two 
police squads shortly after ar¬ 
riving at the room about mid¬ 
night Jan. 26. 

Pharmacist Elizabeth 
Browse, of McGill and Orme. 
identified by their labels and 
coding a number of bottles of 
codeine phosphate. Demerol, 
Librium, tincture of opium 
and other compound*. 

She said various sizes and 


strengths of these and other 
drugs, including benadryl cap¬ 
sules, had been contained In 
a locked drawer when she 
left work the afternoon of Jan. 
26. 

When she was called to the 
shop by police early Jan. 27, 
she found the lid had been 
forced from the drawer and 
contents were missing. 

Olinio accountant Stanley 
Sunderland testified that 
$61.04 was missing from two 
boxes which he had previous¬ 
ly checked about five days 
earlier. 

Cpl. David Smith, P.CMP 
fingerprint expert, told the 
court he had found bottles and 
other articles on a bed In 
room 302 of the Prince 
Charles motel when he and 
other police attended about 1 
a.m. Jan. 27. 

On four article* he found 
sufficient prints to compare, 
and one he Identified as being 
the same as on a police iden¬ 
tification chart signed by 
Wendell Lewis. 

Under cross-examination, 
he said other prints compared 
with those on a second iden¬ 
tification form, which was not 
introduced. 

In taking the stand himself, 
Ijewis admitted to a lengthy 
record of criminal convictions 


dating from 1967 and includ¬ 
ing breaking and entering, 
theft, dangerous driving, es¬ 
caping custody, breach of re¬ 
cognizance, driving while dis¬ 
qualified, false pretences, 
possession of stolen property 
and obtaining goods by fraud. 

He said he and a man he 
knew then as Pierre Larocque 
and two girls had come to 
Victoria in search of employ¬ 
ment .On the night In ques¬ 
tion, he said, he had had a 
quarrel with one of the girls 
and had gone out to buy gro¬ 
ceries and w ash hi* clothe* at 
Town and Country shopping 
centre. Saanich Road. 

Laroque, since known as 
Alain Interest, went with him 
to go for a walk, Lewis said. 
They walked in the rain be¬ 
cause they were running short 
of money for a cab and didn't 
know the bus schedule. 

He said he left Lait>cque*at 
Safeway’*, arranging to meet 
him again at McDonald's 
hamburger drive-in across 
Saanich Road. 

The accused said It took 
about two hours, until around 
10. to do the laundry, after 
which he went for a walk 
downtown on Douglas Street 
in order to familiarize himself 
with businesses where he 
might get a job. 


the 


He walked back to McDon¬ 
ald's about 11:45 and met 
Larocque, who then suggested 
they take a cab back to the 
motel. They left the cab about 
a block away and since Laro- I 
que was paying for it, Lewis I 
said he didn’t astf why. 

But when they got into the 
motel, Larocque dumjied a | 
package on the bed, disclosing 
a number of vials and bottles, i 

Lewis asked his companion 
where they had come from 
and was told that it was none 
of his business. The accused 
said he had been a heroin ad¬ 
dict in 1974 and knew some¬ 
thing about drugs. Larocque 
asked him if he knew what 
the various bottles contained. 

Ijewis said he handled sev¬ 
eral and told Larocque what 
he thought was in them. 

Prosecutor G. P. Macdonald 
suggested the whole evening 
was planned before the ac¬ 
cused and his companions left 
North Vancouver for Victoria, 
hut Lewis denied ever having 
been In the city before or 
knowing there was a Saanich 
Medical Centre. 

He admitted registering at 
the motel under an assumed 
name because of an outstand¬ 
ing warrant for his detention 
on another matter. 




Telephone threats described 


Paramjeet Singh Malhotra, 
26, denied in Victoria County 
Court Tuesday he had made 
threats over the telephone on 
the Hf* of Gian Singh Bedi 
and member* of his family. 

The accused faced the 
charge before Judge M. L. T. 
Drake in a trial that is ex¬ 
pected to conclude today. 

Telephone calls from Mal¬ 
hotra to Bedi and his sons are 
alleged to have been made to 
their home at 2238 Shake¬ 
speare between Ddc. 20, 1975, 
and Jan. 6, 1976. 

The elder Bedi said he had 
received several phone calls 
from the accused, who spoke 
In Punjabi, using abusive lan¬ 
guage and making accusa¬ 
tions about hi* wife and sister 
and that he would find an oc¬ 
casion to kill them. 

On another occasion he said 
he heard a loud noise against 
the wall of the living room 
where he had been sitting, 
rushed outside and found the 
accu«ed standing by his car 
gesturing wildly and saying 
he had “come to execute 
threat*’’ he had been making 
by phone. 

Bedi said hi* son-in-law Bal- 
dir had received one tele 
phone call and asked, “Why 
are you threatening to kill my 
fatherwin-law?’’ 


“Because your father-in-law 
Is reporting me to the police,” 
the accused was quoted , as 
saying. 

Bedi said he had known 
Parmjeet in India in 1971 and 
1973 before coming to Canada 
to live Aug. 8, 1975. He had 
seen him several times before 
Dec. 20. he said. 

Under cross-examination, 
he said the Punjabi used by 
Malhotra in the Dec. 20 phone 
call translates “would cut 
your throat.” 

Gurdeep Singh Bedi. said he 
overheard his father ask dur¬ 
ing the Dec. 20 phone call, 
'Why do you want to kill me, 
Parmjeet?” He took the 
phone from his father. 

Gurdeep asked what Parm¬ 
jeet wanted and the accused 
was quoted as saying he did 
not know, but ‘I'm going to 
kill you and your father, too.” 
He used foul language, C.ur- 
deep said. 

He disagreed with a sugges¬ 
tion by defence counsel Her¬ 
bert Matthews that the Pun¬ 
jabi spoken referred to “fix” 
or “set straight.” 

Parmjeet denied knowing 
Bedi or members of the fami¬ 
ly in India and to talking to 
any members of the family by 
telephone after their arrival 
here. But he said he did speak 
to Bedi in j>erson Dec. 18 to 
tell him about his daughter. 


who married Parmjeet's 
brother. 

He said he also told his 
brother about the wife's be¬ 
havior with another man. 

The accused called as a 
witness Chanan Singh 
Bhoondpaul, 1615 Camosun, to 


ask him about an alleged con¬ 
versation with Bedi about 
telephone calls. 

The witness said there had 
been no such mention. He 
said he had known Bedi since 
1965 and considered him a 
friend.

OTTAWA — Cabinet "major surgery,” injecting 
new political blood and dropping some old, was an¬ 
nounced Tuesday night by Prime Minister Trudeau. 
The changes affected 16 ministers. 

Seven backbenchers were added to a cabinet now 
totalling 31 — up two from earlier this year — and 
outspoken Bryce Mackasey added a surprise resigna¬ 
tion to go with the expected departures of Mitchell 
Sharp and C. M. (Bud) Drury. 


Trudeau told a news conference, delayed several 
times Tuesday for no given reason, that the shifts are 
"major surgery” but that he expects there will be 
another one sometime next summer. 

“I think it is a good, strong cabinet with young, 
dynamic entries,” he said, but he declined to forecast 
how he thinks the Changes may benefit the Liberal 
party fortunes, now seen as none too good. He said 
others can make that judgment. 


Strike 
starts 
at Ford 


DETROIT (API — The 
United Auto Workers union 
declared Tuesday a country¬ 
wide strike against Ford 
Motor Co. at midnight Tues¬ 
day. U.A.W. President Leon¬ 
ard Woodcock announced the 
walkout six hours before the 
three-year contract was to ex¬ 
pire. 

He charged that Ford has 
hern "unresponsive and un¬ 
willing to engage in serious 
bargaining” during 56 days of 
negotiations. 

He said he and Ken Bannon, 
chief UAW negotiator with 
Ford, will be available for 
talks with Ford officials for 
the remainder of this week, 
but that the UAW’s Ford ne¬ 
gotiating committee will be 
sent home immediately and 
be recalled late Suday or 
early Monday. 

About 14,000 Ford workers 
in Canada were expected to 
be placed on layoff within a 
few days of a U.S. strike. The 
UAW, which also represents 
Canadian auto workers, had 
extended its contract with 
Ford of Canada Ltd., but 
parts shortages wwere expect¬ 
ed to cause quick shutdowns. 

Industry analysts added 
that a prolonged walkout 
eventually would force the 
layoff of another 170,000 em¬ 
ployees at auto supply firms, 
and they estimated a strike 
would result in lost wages es¬ 
timated at $100 million a week 
in North America. 

Another 530,000 auto

SHAWNIGAN LAKE - Pre¬ 
liminary water tests on this 
lake have substantiated a re¬ 
quest lor a complete water 
study and the provincial gov¬ 
ernment has reversed Its pre¬ 
vious stance. 

Shawnigan Lake electoral 
area director, Dick Stephen¬ 
son. told the Colonist Tuesday 
that the provincial water 
investigations branch had in- i 
dlcated it now was willing to 
enter immediately into a cost¬ 
sharing study on the lake. 

Their preliminary tests 
have verified what we were

trophication is not caught 
early, it takes up to 99 years 
to reverse or could cost mil¬ 
lions of dollars lo treat like 
Okanagan Lake,” he stated. 

Eutrophication or the 
‘‘dying of a wiater body” is 
caused by an excess of nu¬ 
trients such as septic effluent 
or detergent entering the lake 


and resulting in algae blooms. 

This blue-green algae, 
which has been known to 
cover a 20-mile square lake in 
four days after a hot spell, 
robs the water of the oxygen 
necessary for other aquatic 
life. 

Eventually, if allowed lo 
continue growing unabated, 
the algae- and the repercus¬ 


sions to other aquatic life can 
effect the potability of a 
water supply. 

"We have been very fortu¬ 
nate that the last two sum¬ 
mers have been relatively 
cool or we could have been in 
real trouble here.” Stephen¬ 
son said. 

He said the proposed water 
study to determine the chloro¬ 


form counts, nutrient levels 
and heavy metals in the lake 
would start shortly after dis¬ 
cussions with the Cowichan 
Valley Region Board and the 
water investigations branch 
had established a cost sharing 
formula. 

Stephenson estimates it 
would cost tvetwjeen 
‘S10.000-S20.000 Id ctfMtttt the 


study and results of the test¬ 
ing should be available by 
next spring. 

At that time, the Shawnigan 
director said, a meeting 
would be held with govern¬ 
ment officials to decide 
whether any major controls 
were necessary on future dev¬ 
elopment adjacent to the lake 
or in the watershed area.

NANiABMO — The city of 
Nanaimo has imposed what it 
calls an impost tax on all fu¬ 
ture major developments in 
the area. 

Aid. Alex Virostko, who in¬ 
troduced the motion, said the 
tax. amounting to $2,300, 
would be imposed on all fu¬ 
ture developments in the city. 
The money, he said, will be 
used to pay the cost of provid¬ 
ing services such as water 
and sewer to the develop¬ 
ments. 

It would not be assessed 
against single lol development 
where water and other ser¬ 
vices were already in on an 
adjacent lot. 

Nanaimo tried twice before 
t to enact the impost tax but it 
was disallowed by the provin¬ 
cial government. The first 
time was during the previous 
Social Credit regime of W. A. 
C. Bennett and the second 
under the NDP government of 
Dave Barrett. 

Before implementation of 
the tax, a new subdivision 
would receive services from 
the city but most of those ser¬ 
vices would be spread among 
all residents of the district. 

The new system would pro¬ 
vide that developers have to 
pay the charge directly to the 
city at the time the develop¬ 
ment permit was issued. 

In addition, the council has 
enacted an administration 
charge of two per cent of the 
cost of a project. Aid. Jim 
Moffatt said this would cover 
the cost of an engineering 
study of the plans and the 
cost of eventual approval or 
rejection of any given devel¬ 
opment in the city. 

The two aldermen agreed 
thnt the city has probably lost 
about $2.5 million the past 20 
months by not having the 
impost fee in effect when 
amalgamation became a real¬ 
ity on Jan. 1, 1976. 

The new tax is effective 1m- 
mediatelv, according to the 
terms of the council resolu¬ 
tion.

Regions seeking 
more powers 


VANCOUVER (CP) — The 
chairmen of 28 regional 
lwards in the province 
plunged into the 73rd annual 
convention of the union of 
B.C. municipalities Tuesday 
with a call for the provincial 
government to revise legisla¬ 
tion so they can improve their 
effectiveness. 

In a six-page brief ham¬ 
mered out in closed session 
Monday, the regional board 
heads said they must have 
increased responsibility for 
decision making. 

This would include powers 
1o pass land use and sub¬ 
division bylaws without refer¬ 
ence to the municipal affaire 
department and also the 
jiower to adopt official com¬ 
munity plan bylaws without 


first obtaining provincial ap¬ 
proval. 

The regional chairmen’s 
brief is partially an answer to 
criticism levelled at them ear¬ 
lier this year by Municipal Af¬ 
fairs Minister Hugh Curtis. 

Curtis had pointed in June 
to “widespread antipathy” of 
residents with regard to the 
regional districts and had cri¬ 
ticized the rapid growth of re¬ 
gional bureaucracies. 

The district chairmen com¬ 
plained that while they are 
charged with community 
planning and management of 
areas within their boundaries, 
much of the necessary author¬ 
ity to implement these func¬ 
tions remains instead, with 
provincial agencies.

OTTAWA (CP)—B.C. ’b job¬ 
less rate fell to 8.3 per cent 
of the province’s work force 
in August, Statistics Canada 
reported Tuesday. 

The rate was 9.1 per cent in 
July. 

The actual number of job¬ 
less persons in B.C. in 
August was 92,000. 

The government agency 
said the national level 
dropped fractionally from 7.3 
per cent in July to 7.2 per 
cent in August. 

Nationally, 709,000 people 
were jobless in August, 
597,000 of them looking for 
work. 

This figure compares with 
693,000 Canadians who were 
out of work in August a year 
ago. 

Aside from a significant 
drop in unemployment for 
men in the 15-to-24 age groups 
— to 12.8 per cent from 13.2 
per cent of those in the work 
force — there was little

change in the over-all jobless 
picture. 

The 15-to-24 age group in¬ 
cludes many students who 
seek temporary work before 
leaving the work force to re¬ 
turn to school. 

Sinclair Stevens, Progres¬ 
sive Conservative finance 
critic, commented in Toronto 
that the unemployment fig¬ 
ures were both "a good and a 
bad story.” 

It was encouraging that the 
actual number of unemployed 
had not risen, but discourag¬ 
ing that the figure remained 
so high and that some region¬ 
al rates were increasing, he 
said. 


The regional trend to higher 
unemployment was particu¬ 
larly evident in the Atlantic 
provinces last month. 

The jobless rate in New¬ 
foundland rose to 14.9 per 
cent from 14.4 per cent in 
July. In Nova Scotia it 
jumped to U per cent from 
9.6 per cent, and in New 
Brunswick it increased to 11.9 
per cent from 10.8 per cent. 

In Prince Edward Island, 
where the provincial work 
force declined from a month 
earlier, the unemployment 
rate fell. The percentage of 
the work force without jobs 
eased to 8.9 per cent from 13.1 
per cent in July. 


Quebec's jobless rate rose, 
as expected, after the Olym¬ 
pics. The survey found 9.1 per 
cent of the province’s work 
force without jobs, up from 
8.4 per cent in July and the 
highest rate for the province 
this year. 

Ontario had lower unem¬ 
ployment. The rate in August 
* dropped to 5.8 per cent of the 
Avork force from 6.5 per cent a 
month earlier. 

Two of the three Prairie 
provinces had more jobless. 

The unemployment rate 
rose in Saskatchewan to 4.7 
per cent from 4.5 per cent, 
and in Alberta, it rose to four 


per cent during August from 
3.9 per cent in the previous 
month. 

New Democratic Party 
leader Ed Broadbent, on a 
speaking tour in Sault Ste. 
Marie, Ont., called the unem¬ 
ployment rate unacceptably 
high. The government had no 
programs scheduled to try to 
ease unemployment until next 
spring, he said. 

Broadbent said the govern¬ 
ment should give priority to 
job-creating programs and 
announce a determined attack 
on high enemployment in the 
throne speech opening a new 
session of Parliament expect¬ 
ed next month.

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Inquiry board ends hearing for double amputee

When they talk about 33- 
year-old David Jefferson they 
use words like courageous, 
valiant, agile. 

But because of a cruel twist 
of fate, they also use other 
words like handicapped, am¬ 
putee, double amputee. 

The blend went through the 
official mixer Monday during 
more than four hours of ar¬ 
gument that wound up the 
first hearing in Canada deal¬ 
ing with the question of han¬ 
dicapped people and human 
rights. 

Even though the han¬ 
dicapped are not mentioned in 
the B.C. Human Rights Code, 
an independent board of inqui¬ 
ry - armed with two days of 
testimony and one of summa¬ 
tion has the job of deciding 
whether B.C. Ferries discrim¬ 
inated against Jefferson by 
refusing to hire him as a jun¬ 
ior engineer. 

The answer, which may not 
come For weeks or months, is 
considered vital in that it 
could open the door to a whole 
group of people which has 
never before tested the 
human rights machinery in 
B.C. 

Because of what is involved, 
the argument reflected a de¬ 


gree of anxiety on the parts of 
those involved. 

Lawyer Louis Lindholm, 
acting for B.C. Ferries, ac¬ 
knowledged that the inquiry 
hoard faced a difficult deci¬ 
sion that could prove disap¬ 
pointing to Jefferson, a man 
he described as courageous 
and remarkable. 

But “for the sake of ra¬ 
tionality’* as harsh as it 
•“might seem he said the 
hoard should judge the case 
on law alone. It would, he 
said, mean finding that B.C. 
Ferries official George Bald¬ 
win had not discriminated 
against a class of people, but 
had simply and honestly 
judged Jefferson on his ability 
to handle the job. 

To do otherw ise would he to 
“open the floodgates" to what 
Lindholm called “the whole 
range of human conduct.” 

“You can’t say where 
you're going to stop.’’ 

But to lawyer Steve Kel- 
leher. Jefferson was the sad 
victim of discrimination a 
man turned down for the .Job 
because he had lost a hand 
and foot in an explosion when 
he was 15. 

Such a man, he said, should 
be judged on his ability — 
“not on notions held about the 
class about the han- 

• dicapped people.” . 


"It is necessary that they 
(handicapped) be given that 
opportunity to show they can 
do it,” the young lawyer said. 

Discrimination against the 
handicapped, he said, was 
“just as pernicious as the 
more obvious forms of dis¬ 
crimination." He regarded it 
the same as “saying women 
can’t do strenuous work.” 

Evidence last week dis¬ 
closed Jefferson has worked* 
as an engineer on federal gov¬ 
ernment vessels in rough con¬ 
ditions and has been regarded 
by fellow workers as quite ca¬ 
pable. 

, In fact, he was said to be so 


agile that one crew member 
didn’t realize he had an ar¬ 
tificial foot until he saw it 
standing by itself in the'show¬ 
er room one day. 

And there was also a claim 
that he could probably outrun 
lawyer Lindholm in a 50-yard 
race something that was 
never challenged. 

The final argument was so 
wide-ranging that it included 
relerences to rights cases oon- 
c e r n i n g English beauty 
contest entrants and Van¬ 
couver’s ‘‘gay” society, and 
comparisons with the pros¬ 
pect of blind people applying 
for jobs.as bus drivers. 

I.inholm asked the board 


to consider the possibility that 
Jefferson’s shipmates might 
have testified to his ability to 
run. jump and climb as well 
as they could, out of loyalty 
"to this very valiant young 
man." 

"I urge you not to fail to 
take into account the stark 
medical truth," he said. That, 
he said, was brought out by 
evidence that double amputee 
cases were handicapped in 
such a way that they would be 
hazards to engine room opera¬ 
tions. 

But Kelleher said the evi¬ 
dence was general in nature 
and didn't apply to Jefferson. 

As hard as the facts may be 


to accept, said Lindholm. an 
amputee is a handicapped 
person and not to be confused 
with "Bionic Man and Bionic 
Woman.” 

"The Six Million Dollar 
Man exists only on televi¬ 
sion.” 

Kelleher, who was assisted 
by Human Rights Director 
Kathleen Ruff based a key 
part of his argument on the 
Human Rights Code dictate 
that no one is to be rejected 
without "reasonable cause." 
He said this is obviously 
meant to cover all groups and 
not just those mentioned in 
the code. 

Race, religion and sex are 


among the major categories 
listed in the code. 

The three-man board is al¬ 
ready on record as saying it 
has decided "tentatively” that 
Jefferson should have been 
placed on the ferry service’s 
eligible employee list. But 
that doesn't mean it will rtije 
that he was discriminated 
against. 

Kelleher has argued that 
Jefferson should he paid the 
difference between the $884 a 
month he earns with the fed¬ 
eral marine service and the 
SI : 063 and $1,311 a month he 
would have earned since the 
si art of t he year with B.C. 
Ferries. 


To Sholto Hebenton, the 
quiet young Vancouver law¬ 
yer who has served as the 
board’s chairman, the job 
that lies ahead is not an easy 
one. 

The board, Hp told kelleher 
at one point, had hoped a sim¬ 
ple answer would be put for¬ 
ward. But this hadn’t haj>- 
pened. 

"Are the boards of inquiry 
to sit over every hiring deci¬ 
sion?” he asked. Or would 
they be able to “act as bea¬ 
cons of light" in the field of 
human rights^ 

The final answer will mean 
a lot to a great many people.

Seven backbenchers were added to a cabinet now 
totalling 31 — up two from earlier this year — and 
outspoken Bryce Mackasey added a surprise resigna¬ 
tion to go with the expected- departures of Mitchell 
Sharp and C. M. (Bud) Drury. 


Trudeau told a news conference, delayed several 
times Tuesday for no given reason, that the Stiffs are

•T think it is a good, strong cabinet with young, 
dynamic entries,” he said, but he declined to forecast 
how he thinks the changes may benefit the Liberal 
party fortunes, now seen as none too good.

at Ford 

DETROIT (API — The 
United Auto Workers union 
declared Tuesday a country¬ 
wide strike against Ford 
Motor Co. at midnight Tues¬ 
day. U A W President I Leon¬ 
ard Woodcock announced the 
walkout six hours before the 
three-year contract was to ex¬ 
pire. 

He charged that Ford has 
been “unresponsive and un¬ 
willing to engage in serious 
bargaining" during 56 days of 
negotiations. 

He said he and Ken Bannon. 
rhief UAW negotiator with 
Ford, will be available for 
talks with Ford officials for 
the remainder of this week, 
hut that the UAW’s Ford ne¬ 
gotiating committee will be 
sent home immediately and 
be recalled late Sunday or 
early Monday. 

About 14,000 Ford workers 
in Canada were expected to 
be placed on layoff within a 
few days of a U.S. strike. The 
UAW, which also represents 
Canadian auto workers, had 
extended its contract with 
Ford of Canada Ltd., but 
parts shortages were expect¬ 
ed to cause quick shutdowns. 

Industry analysts added 
that a prolonged walkout 
eventually would force the 
layoff of another 170.000 em¬ 
ployees at auto supply firms, 
and they estimated a strike 
would result in lost wages es¬ 
timated at $100 million a week 
in North America. 

Another 530,000 auto 
workers covered by similar 
pacts at the other U.S. auto¬ 
makers will remain on the job 
pendinga settlement at Ford, 
the UAW's 1976 target for fa¬ 
shioning the industry pattern.

clothing store Monday that 
statistics and studies show 
that practical unions without 
love are the most common 
and these marriages last, but

Gypsy's sad little funeral

"Ym, though I walk 
through the valley of the 
shadow of death. I will 
fear no evil for Thou art 
with me,” the 23rd 
Psalm used to say. 

Now, In one of its re¬ 


ver¬ 
sions, that part reads: 
“Even when walking 
through the dark valley 
of death. I will not he 
afraid for You are close 
beside me." 

The music of the 23rd 
Psalm was heard Tues¬ 
day afternoon at the se¬ 
ven-minute funeral ser¬ 
vice in First Memorial 
Chapel, 4725 Falaise, for 
a 30-year-old Victoria 
woman who walked 
through the dark valley 
of death one week ago 
tonight - - murdered 
Monique Dhillon. 

Abide with Me, Tn a 
Garden and How Great 
Thou Art also .were 
heard. The music was 
recorded. The service 
was paid for through 
welfare, which had sup¬ 
ported Monique the 
Gypsy in her three years 
with her three young 
daughters in Victoria. 

The funeral was at¬ 
tended by 10 persona, 
and they included iRev. 
Paul Blancard of St. An¬ 
drew’s Cathedral, Ksqui- 
malt police investigator 
Sgt. Douglas Sproxton 
and a Colonist news pho¬ 
tographer. 

The others were the 
man she married Tues¬ 
day of last week, Supgit 


Singh Dhillon. 27, his 
brother, and five women 
who were her friends. 
Her mother, who came 
to Victoria from Quebec 
during the weekend, 
went home before the 
service because she 
wanted to remember 
Monique alive. She took 
the children with her. 

'Die service wee the 
complete committal rite 
of the Roman Catholic 
Church. Only Father 
Blancard spoke, thank¬ 
ing God for her life and 
praying she would find 
acceptable reward 
rather than become a 
lost soul. 

Cremation will take 
place after district 
coroner Edmond Jorre 
de Rt. Jorre opens an 
inquest at 7:30 p.m. 
Thursday in the same 
chapel. Identifications 
snd medical evidence 
will he given, snd the 
inquest will adjourn for 
some weeks to allow 
continued police Inves¬ 
tigation. 

Esquimalt police have 
issued two appeals to 
the public for help, with 
about two dozen replies 
the first time and six the 
second. No one has yet 
answered the main po¬ 
lice question of what the 
Gypsy did after friends 
dropped her off at 10 
p.m. Wednesday in front 
of her favorite hangout, 
the Army, Navy and Air 
Force Veterans’ Club, 
.1001 Wharf. 

A third request Issued 
Tuesday might help tell 


how many ^hours the 
Gypsy lived of the 13 be¬ 
tween that dropoff and 
the discovery of her 
body at 11 a.m. Thurs¬ 
day in tall grass on an 
Esquimalt hill. 

Police said these arti¬ 
cles had not been found: 
a pair of shoes, a purse, 
a shawl and an earring. 
They issued descriptions 
of each and asked that 
police be informed at 
385-1441. 

The open-toe shoes are 
dark blue suede with 
wedge heels and no 
straps. They are fairly 
new. The angora wool 
shawl is four feet long, 
dirty grey in color, fair¬ 
ly old and was usually 
worn around the Gypsy’s 
shoulders. 

The purse was not 
new. It was also dark 
blue suede, had a 
shoulder strap, was half¬ 
oval in shape, had black 
plastic trim and a flap 
tucked into a loop. It 
contained a multi¬ 
colored makeup purse. 

Sproxton said he had 
no idea about what else 
was in the purse. “She 
was on welfare so I 
don’t know what she 
had. She must have had 
some money, but I don’t 
know how much.” 

The Gypsy had 
pierced ears and one* of 
her large, circular, cop¬ 
pery earrings was miss¬ 
ing. Like her necklace, 
it contained an Alaska 
diamond. The pho¬ 
tograph issued last week 
by police of the Gypsy 


showed her wearing the 
necklace, earrings and 
dress she had on at the 
time of her death. 

Police conceded the 
missing items could 
have been burned or 
thrown away, or might 
be hidden somewhere. 
But they apparently felt 
there were so many 
items that someone 
must have seen them 
since Monique was 
strangled. 

Immigration officials 
said her husband was in 
Canada under student 
status until June 7, 1977, 
and no decision would be 
made until about that 
time on possible perma¬ 
nent status unless he 
asked for one. 

A spokesman said 
Dhillon originally came 
to Canada as a visitor in 
August. 1975, but was 
granted student status 
about a month ago on 
the basis of a plan to at¬ 
tend Camosun College. 

He said Mrs. Dhillon 
could have made a spon¬ 
sor's request for his es¬ 
tablishment as a perma¬ 
nent resident or landed 
imn%rarrt but there was 
no sign that she signed 
sponsorship papers be¬ 
fore her death. 

As a result, he said, 
Dhillon would not be 
processed as an im¬ 
migrant but could stay 
as a student until June 
7, 1977. At that time, 
Dhillon could return to 
India, revert to visitor 
status, get an extension 
or present another spon¬ 
sor.

More than |2.2 million can 
be cut from the 1976 Greater 
Victoria school budget, trust¬ 
ees were told at Tuesday 
night’s committee meeting. 

In a lengthy report by Colin 
Glover, assistant superin¬ 
tendent of schools (business), 
savings of $2,208,325 were 
forecast in the $42,462,290 
operating budget, which had 
drawn considerable fire from 
politicians and education de¬ 
partment officials, including 
Education Minister Pat Mc- 
Geer. 

In his covering statement. 
Glover noted savings in the 
area of employee benefits, the 
slackening of the cost of liv¬ 
ing rise and other restraints. 

Trustee Peter Bunn, who 
voiced strong opposition when 
the budget was brought down, 
suggested that a surplus of 
$2.2 million be declared at 
next Monday’s regular board 
meeting. 

Savings were listed in all 
nine departments of the dia-| 
trict’s budget, the highest 
being in the instruction-in¬ 
schools section, where a sav¬ 
ing of $1,285,122 was forecast 
by the end of the year. 

The other departmental 
forecast savings were: 
$569,612 In construction and 
maintenance. $227,885 in busi¬ 
ness. $100,676 in planning. 
$14,069 in instruction (ad¬ 
ministration). $5,658 in super¬ 
intendent’s office. $5,570 in 
community relations, $4,302 in 
secretary-treasurer’s office 
and 54,035 in instruction (cur^ 
riculum). 

In the area of teachers’ sa¬ 
laries, $33,598,073 was budget¬ 
ed. but the forecast is for an 
actual expenditure of 
$22,839,982. 

Glover reported that 
$23,564,829 had actually been 
spent up to July, and his fore¬ 
cast for the end of the year 
was for an expenditure of 
$40,253,965. 

Glenn Wall, assistant super¬ 
intendent of schools (adminis¬ 
tration), outlined the savings 
in the teachers’ salaries area. 

He said the two-per-cent al¬ 
lowance for increment 
changes was actually 1.2 per 
cent because of a reduction of 
salary categories in the last 
contract agreement.

Jobless to get longer aid 


University of Victoria will 
write to the 340 “missing” 
first-year students to ascer¬ 
tain why they didn’t show up 
during registration week. 

The 340 were among 1,700 
first-year students who were 
accepted and were expected 
to register last week at UVic. 

Dr. Howard Peteh, pres¬ 
ident of the university, said 
the loss would affect an al¬ 
ready tight budget at UVic. 

The net loss, Petch said, 
was about 200 students, with 
losses registered in first and 
second year registration and 
Increases in third and fourth 
year. 

The loss in student fees 
alone, Petch said, was 
$240,000. 

Reacting to the Winegard 
report on university education 
in non-metropolitan areas of 
R.C.. Petch said the establish¬ 
ment of four universities in 
the interior of the province 
might have some long-term 
effect* on UVic. 

Petch said 60 per cent of the 


UVic student population came 
from outside the Greater Vic¬ 
toria area, but the historical 
role of UVic being a small 
university which appealed to 
students from more rural 
areas would remain. 

In his 50-page report re¬ 
leased last week, Dr. William 
Winegard of Toronto de¬ 
scribed UVic a* “a highly res¬ 
idential undergraduate arts 
and sciences university” 
which promoted quality in it* 
restricted program*. 

Petch said the report was 
terse in places but did not 
think the reference to under 
graduate programs meant 
that UVic should cut out its 
graduate studies. 

“I don't read that into it at 
all,” he said. 

Petch said fhat the report 
was encouraging because 
there seemed to be approval 
of heaving UVic become a 
more ’residential” school, 
which Petch took to mean 
that more residences might 
be built on campus.

Jack Dalgleish, associate 
director of planning for the 
school district, said that alter-

Dalgleish said that before 
the opening of Lambrick 
Park, principal David Voth 
forecast the school would fall 
short of its predicted 460 
enrolment if proposed bounda¬ 
ries were adhered to and that 
district personnel agreed with 
his analysis. 

However, after the bounda¬ 
ries were thrown open, Dalg¬ 
leish explained, the flood of 
students caught everyone by 
surprise. A total of 575 stu¬ 
dents showed up on opening 
day, causing the emergency.

intendent of schools (adminis¬ 
tration), said efforts had been 
made to transfer students. 
•Some had gone to Mt. Doug¬ 
las high school while six vo¬ 
lunteered to go to Cedar Hill 
and Arbutus junior high 
schools. 

Trustee Dr. Mark Fisher 
said two students who regis¬ 
tered at Lambrick Park told 
him there was* a “wave of 
esprit de corps” to go to the 
new school and that no one in¬ 
dividual was responsible for 
the crowding crisis. 

Before Fisher’s remaxfcs. 
Trustee Peter Bunn had noted 
a 20 per cent error in calcula¬ 
tion and said it was an error 
of .judgment which should not 
have hajipened.

Russians have their say 


MONTREAL l CP) — The 
delegation - from the Soviet 
Union left for home Tuesday 
night after finishing third at 
the Canada Cup international 
hockey tournament, tout not 
before the head of the group 
gave some impressions of the 
competition. 

Albert Pomortsev, chief of 
the winter sports department 
of the Soviet sports commit¬ 
tee, held a news conference

accused Team Canada of 
being bloodthirsty and that a 
Russian player had bran¬ 
dished his stick at a referee 
after one of the tournament 
games. 

"We were upset by (tour¬ 
nament director) Alan Eagle- 
son’s statement that he had to 
cut down our meals ration,” 
said Pomortsev. "For a per¬ 
son of such a high level to 
make a statement that the So¬ 
viet players were eating six 
steaks a day is unfair." 

Eaglcson had said earlier in 
Toronto that meal expenses 


for the 1972 Canada-Russia 
exhibition series had been 
"about $60 a day for each 
Russian." 

Eagleson in reply to Po- 
mortsev’s statement Tuesday 
said that the Russians had not 
been singled out for budge¬ 
tary control: that expenses 
for each of the six teams in 
the tournament had been 
monitored. 

The Czechoslovakian Com¬ 
munist party newspaper, 
Rude Pravo, published an in¬ 


terview with Soviet national 
team captain Aleksandr Malt¬ 
sev, who reportedly charged 
the Canadians with entering 
"each encounter with red 
eyes with the evident intent to 
injure” Russian players. 

Pomortsev said Maltsev 
liad told him no such inter¬ 
view ever took place.
